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20-Year Plan For 1,300 Acres 
Rte. 53 Tracts Development 
Would Give Village Facelift 


Elk Grove Village may have a new 


"face" In the next 20 yean with 12-story 
apartment buildings, a population that Is 
double or triple what it Is today and six 
or seven new schools If some 1,300 acres 
just cast and west of Rtc. 53 arc devel- 
oped. 


More than 13,000 persons would come 


Into the village if 267 acres near Devon 
Avenue and Rte. 53 and west of Rtc. 53 
by Blcstcrflcld Road arc annexed and de- 
veloped. Developers of the 
project, 


known as Devon-53, have submitted a 
tentative proannexallon agreement to the 
village attorney. However, revision of 
the agreement is expected by the devel- 
opers before the final form Is officially 
submitted to the village. 


Another 1,096 acres, known as the Vale 


Tract, U located west of Rte. 53 and al- 
ready Is within the village limits. Centex 
Corp., developer of the tract, has pre- 
sented preliminary sketches of the pro- 
posed project to village trustees. One 
section of single-family homes has been 
completed and another section is under 
construction. The remaining land is in 
the planning stages. 


A miniature planned-unit development 


Is being proposed for a 20-acre site at the 


northeast corner of Meacham 
and 


Blcsterflcld roads. Multi-family units are 
being designed for the land owned by C. 
Rountrec. 


No population projections are yet 


available for cither the Vale Tract or the 
Roundtrcc development. 


VILLAGE MGR. Charles Willis said 


yesterday all three developments still are 
in the talking stages, and it was impos- 
sible to tell when any of the projects 
might be started. 


"Right now those parcels are in the 


early preliminary talking and reviewing 
stages," he said. "They are all quite a 
way from action and approval by the vil- 
lage, and there is no telling when any- 
thing can start." 


Ho said there have been discussion ses- 


sions during which developers presented 
their ideas for the land to village 
trustees. But so for nothing official has 
happened. "Right now the developers are 
trying to find out if their plans are in the 
ballpark." 


Willis said the developers are trying to 


determine if their concepts would be ac- 
ceptable to the village before they spent 
the time and money required to finalize 
and specify their plans. 


THE PROPOSED Vale Tract housing 


development is entirely within Schaum- 
burg Elementary School Dist. 54, and de- 
velopers and school officials have been 
meeting to choose school sites. It has 
been estimated that the project would 
add more than 4,000 school children to 
the district. 


Altogether the proposed Vale Tract 


will have 6,821 living units, including the 
single-family homes already built or un- 
der construction. The total number ot 
single-family homes is 1,601, with 1,088 
cluster units, 1,167 townhouses and qua- 
drominiums, 1,460 garden apartments 
and 1,505 apartments. 


Density of the project ranges from 3.5 


units per acre in the single-family sec- 
tion to 35 units per acre for the apart- 
ment buildings. 


Some 6,400 multiple-family dwellings 


and 91 single-family homes are proposed 
for Devon-53. This Includes four 12-story 
buildings with 72 units each, 16 five-plus- 
one-story buildings with 60 units each, 22 
five-plus-one-story buildings with 99 units 
each, 20 three-story buildings each with 
12 flats, 90 two-story quadrominiums and 
91 single-family homes. 


Taken as a whole, the Devon-53 devel- 


opment would mean nearly 29 units per 
acre.

Mrs. Hclvle said she will coordinate 


YES with local high school job place- 
ment activities. She will be at Elk Grove 
High School tomorrow and Friday and at 
Conant High School Tuesday to sign up 
students wanting jobs. 


YES already has some job opportu- 


nities on file, according to Mrs. Hclvlc. 
Most of the jobs that YES receives arc 
temporary or one-time openings, such as 
babysitting, house cleaning, snow shovel- 
ing and typing.

If you accept an invitation to a free 


dinner with the people from Oakmont 
Shores or Silver Springs Shores land de- 
velopments, bring your checkbook. 


Your hosts arc going to try to talk you 


out of a $3,000 tip. 


The dinners are a gimmick to get 


people facc-to-facc with salesmen for the 
AMREP Corp., a publicly owned, world- 
wide real estate operation with nearly 
200,000 acres of land on the market from 
New Mexico to Florida. 


If you accept AMREP's invitation, one, 


or maybe two, or maybe even three of 
those salesmen will try to sell you a 
quarter-acre or more of land at an AM- 
REP development before you've finished 
your second cup of coffee. 


There is nothing low-key about their 


approach. 


WITHIN A week recently, AMREP 


hosted two sales dinners in this area. At 
one, 15 couples dined on shisbkabab and 
a side order of sunny Silver Springs 
Shores, Fla., 19,000 acres of horaesites in 
Marion County, outside of Ocala. A 
week later a smaller group had Chicken 
Kiev and Oakmont Shores, 3,300 Missouri 
Ozarks acres. 


At every table was a salesman. And 


every salesman had a precision-timed 
pitch that lasted from dinner roll and 
salad on. 


Frank Eble, a 70-ish gentleman from 


Forest Pork, sells Oakmont Shores. He 
suggests over dinner that land, like hope, 
is good for the young and old alike. 


Land Is not 'Just something for those 


who've made it or are approaching their 
silver years. It's also for those who want 
to make it or who want that silver in 
their pockets before it's in their hair, he 
says. 


Eble claims to be a rich man and says 


land has made him so. He confesses to 
being a three-time millionaire and a two- 
time loser of his fortune. Now, he says, 
real estate brings him an Income of 
more than $100,000 a year. 


He says he sells for the pleasure and 


challenge of It — that It's kept him young 
— and not for the money like "these oth- 
ers who need the money to eat," gestur- 
ing toward the tables where the other 
salesmen were hustling. 


But Eble comes closest to hitting the 


How Does AMREP Jlocate It's 'Clients? 


"AMREP Corp., of which OLT Realty 


is a local subsidiary, is a publicly owned 
corporation, and our books are open to 
the public," said Sid Hollander. 


Hollander has been' with AMREP for 


about five years and is on special assign- 
ment opening the OLT office near 
O'Hare Airport Salesmen from the OLT 
office sell land at Oakmont Shores, Mo. 
The office has been open for two months. 


"I don't have a title," said Hollander. 


"I don't work for titles, I work for mon- 
ey." 


Publicly owned or not, Hollander will 


not say how many lots have been sold by 
his salesmen, how many people buy land 
at AMREP's promotional dinners or how 
names of people invited to the dinners 
are chosen. 


"I can tell you about AMREP Corp. 


The total assets are $164 million, up 7 per 
cent from last year. But I can't give you 
specifics about Oakmont sales," he said. 
"I can't reveal company secrets so that 
competitors could use them." 


Ho won't even reveal all the facts 


about AMREP — only the good ones. 


ACCORDING TO A late September 


stock report, profit margins for the fiscal 
year ending in April were down because 
of "much greater promotional ex- 
penses." 


Hollander sold that AMREP has a 


mailing service from which they buy 
names. Though it would seem that the 
real estate market would appeal to 
middle age or older people, who might 
have the money to spend, Hollander says 
he's glad to sec young single and mar- 
ried people at the promotional dinners. 


"We go after both the existing market 


and the future market," ho said. "All we 
ask is that when people walk away from 
one of our dinners tlicy walk away with a 
smile." 
' Hollander said that the number of 
people who sign up for a lot every night 
depends on the salesmen, the restaurant 
and the food. 


ONE THING HE WILL SAY, however, 


is that out of everyone who has bought 
property so far no one has exercised the 
refund clause by which the deposit is re- 
funded. 


But since the office only opened in Au- 


gust, it's doubtful whether anyone who 
has bought land has been to Missouri to 
see the land — it's closed in the winter. 


One of Hollander's 25-or so salesmen, 


George, hasn't been to Oakmont Shores, 
nor has he bought any property there, 
but he did some research about the com- 
pany before joining the sales team. 


"It's a good company, I don't need any 


of these fly-by-nlght real estate oper- 
ations," said George. 


George's name Isn't really George. He 


refused to give his name because of a 
legal technicality. Though he Is a licens- 
ed real estate salesman his new AMREP 
license hasn't come hack from the state 
yet. "If I went strictly according to the 
letter of the law, my selling land would 
be Illegal," he said. "The state's so slow 
— I've had that application In for 8 
months." 


George has been in the real estate 


business for two years with companies 
AMREP Has 4 Developments

Under the proposal, the Buffalo Grove 


High School boundaries would include 
the Cooper and Rand junior high attend- 
ance areas, with the Cambridge subdivi- 
sion in Buffalo Grove having the option 
to attend the new school or remain at 
Wheeling High School.

Alexander MacAriltur 
Racing Board Chief On Way Out?

Illinois Racing Board Chairman Alex- 


ander MacArthur probably has been the 
brightest splash of color in the blue-suit 
style of outgoing Gov. Richard Ogllvlc's 
four-year administration. 


But in the wake of Daniel Walker's up- 


set victory. It appears MacArthur's days 
on the board, like the precious racing 
dates he oversees, arc numbered. 


Illinois laws permit no more than four 


of the seven-member board to be of the 
same political party and there arc now 
four Republicans, including MacArthur, 
and three Democrats holding racing 
board scats. All but one of them were 
appointed by Ogllvlc. 


The new Democratic governor-elect 


can be expected to reverse the board's 
political majority and replace its coun- 
try-style chairman, who has been associ- 
ated with Ogllvlc for almost 20 years. 


IN HIS THREE YEARS on the board, 


MacArthur has policed Illinois racing the 
way a cattleman rides his herd. 


Disclosures of 'race-track stock scan- 


dals alleged during the term of his pre- 
decessor, Chairman William Miller now 
under federal Indictment along with for- 
mer Gov. Otto Keener, led MacArthur to 
wring from the captains of Illinois horse 
racing a complete list of track stock- 
holders. 


Citing the need for Improved back- 


stretch living conditions at Arlington 
Park, MacArthur last year chopped the

IT IS A VIRTUAL certainty that if 


these are to be his last hearings, Alex 
MacArthur will go out In style — his own 
very personal style. 


From his hand-tooled cowboy boots to 


his string lie, "Chairman Mac" Is a 
ready-made television news star and he 
probably has accumulated more total TV 
time than anybody else In Ogilvie's ad- 
ministration besides the governor him- 
self. 


His country witticisms, which he punc- 


tuates with a wave of his half-eye 
glasses, brighten the otherwise tense and 
tiring racing date hearings. 


"I'm on a fishing expedition now," he 


has said, referring to his continuous 
probing of race track Interests, "and I've 
been finding some pretty peculiar fish in 
the pond." 


"I'm going to pry up every rock until I 


see what's there or break my crowbar." 


MacArthur has a long history of in- 


vestigating the pompous and the pow- 
erful. 


A World War II bomber pilot, he be- 


came an Insurance investigator at the 
end of the war and later moved into the 
Cook County Sheriffs Apartment as a de- 
tective under OgUvie. 


THE TWO MEN first became ac- 


quainted when MacArthur was doing ad- 
vance work for Richard Nixon in the 
1950s. Continuing his party service, Max- 
Arthur was a Republican Committeeman 
in Palatine Township from 196246 when 
he also became friends with now Atty. 
Gen. William Scott, who later named him 


deputy state treasurer. 


One of Ogilvie's first moves after he 


was elected governor in 1969 was to di- 
rect MacArthur to conduct a probe Into 
the Illinois state fair that eventually led 
to several indictments and the removal 
of Cook County Circuit Court Judge Rich- 
ard Napolitano. 


MacArthur today spends most of his 


time raising cattle on a 1,500-acre ranch 
In McHenry County near Harrington 
Hills and self-effacingly refers to himself 
as "a simple farm boy." 


Actually an experienced businessman, 


MacArthur has a firsthand knowledge of 
the ins and outs of high finance as well 
as the dos and don'ts on raising live- 
stock. 


SOME HORSEMEN privately have 


criticized MacArthur for failing to under- 
stand all the nuances of breeding and 
caring for race horses. 


Despite the aggressive role he has 


played in Illinois racing over the past 
three years, MacArthur never has really 
relished the job of racing board chair- 
man, or at least publicly admitted that 
he does. 


To the contrary, he often has com- 


plained of the effort it has taken to pry 
secrets from state racing interests and 
he has even alluded to threats made 
against him and his family. 


But MacArthur says he was asked per- 


sonally by Ogilvie to take the job and 
finally gave In to his friend's request. 


"I wish I'd had lockjaw when I said 


yes," he has been quoted as saying. 


MacArthur says he has not made any 


specific plans for the future. 


"I'm somewhere between bringing in 


my corn crop. and allocating racing 
dates," he said Friday. "My only plans 
are to continue to do what's best for Illi- 
nois and Illinois racing until I'm told I'm 
no longer needed." 


State law mandates that the 1973 rac- 


ing dates be allocated by Dec. 1. 


MacARTHUR SAYS he thinks the state 


is "well on its way" to cleaning up Illi- 
nois horse racing but, characteristically, 
he is very quick to add that there "still 
is some unfinished work to be done." 


The upcoming hearings may be Chair- 


man MacArthur's last public appear- 
ances. But Alex MacArthur, if he stays 
in state politics will always be guaran- 
teed an audience. How can you ignore a 
man who, when once urged by public of- 
ficials to have dinner with Marje Ever- 
ett, the former owner of Arlington Park 
and grande dame of Illinois horse racing, 
reportedly repUed that he had to stay 
borne and plant corn?

92nd Congress Worked Harder In Its Second Session

The 92nd VS. Congress was widely 


criticized (or its lack of accomplishment 
In Its second session during 1972. 


A summary of congressional activity 


compiled by the Congressional Record, 
however, shows that both the House and 
the Senate worked longer hours and 
passed more measures in their second 
session than they did In the 1971 opening 


session. 


While both houses adjourned two 


months earlier this year than they did In 
1971, they worked nearly as many days 
in floor sessions. The Senate spent 162 
days in session — out of nine months — 
this year, compared with 186 days last 
year — out of 11 months. The House con- 
vened on 135 days this year and 163 in 
1971.

Insurance 


HOUSTON, Tex. (UPI) — It is impera- 


tive tbat significant progress be made in 
no-fault insurance during the forthcom- 
ing state legislative sessions, the chair- 
mnn of the National Association of Inde- 
pendent Insurers (NA1I) said Monday. 


Howard E. Clendencn, president of the 


States Group, Inc., of DCS Molncs, Iowa, 
told the 27th annual meeting of the NAII 
that the federal government may act on 
a no-fault bill If the states do not. 


"We must bo mindful of the fact that, 


while the administration's position was 
against the federal no-fault bill, at the 
snmc time wo were admonished that un- 
less the states — within the next two 
year period — made meaningful prog- 
ress In the adoption of no-fault legisla- 
tion, federal guidelines would become a 
necessity," Clendencn said. 


"So this tells us that we have our work 


cut out for us In the upcoming state leg- 
islative session in putting forth our best 
efforts to get no-fault legislation passed," 
he said. 


He said the Industry's opposition 


helped defeat the Hart-Magnuson bill 
which has been called antlconsumor. 


"But we only narrowly won battle, not 


the wnr.'* he sold. "Wo cannot rest on 
our oars or be complacent with this suc- 
cess as the federal issue Is and will con- 
tinue to be n major problem for our in- 
dtislry for some time to come." 


Out Clondcncn said the NAII did not 


want no-fault Insurance on the state level 
at any cost. He said the NAII helped de- 
feat an extreme no-fault proposal in Col- 
orado.

THE ARGUMENTS WENT around in 


circles, rarely touching on the real issues 
Involved. McCabc insisted that the board 
needed to improve communications with 
the faculty and the board members in- 
sisted communications were just fine un- 
der the present system. 


Underlying the discussion, however, 


was the assumption on the part of facul- 
ty members that they should have some 
sort of formal hand in running the 
school. The board, taking the traditional 
school board position, resisted giving 
them any formal voice. 


Another real issue was raised briefly 


when tho senate president told the board 
that several unions were courting the 
faculty and added, "This chance may not 
come again." His implication — I sup- 
pose the board saw it as a threat — was 
that If the board did not grant his 
request the next time they saw the facul- 
ty could be when they met over the bar- 
gaining table as adversaries. 


In fact, when the board took no action 


on the proposal and several faculty 
members left the room, one put the situ- 
ation succinctly. He said, "I'll bet union 
membership will go up after this." 


THE INTERESTING thing about tho 


whole situation is the fact that the Har- 
per board steadfastly refused to recog- 
nize the real issue. When McCabc made 
his statement about the chance not com- 
ing again, board member Eugene Nugent 
launched into a statement that commu- 
nications were just fine — seemingly 
without hearing McCabe. 


Tho whole thing was, as I said, 


strange. McCabc was pretty deferential, 
admitting that what the faculty wanted 
was some-"status" rather than real pow- 
er. The board seemed wholly unworriod 
that the faculty would do anything nasty 
and just kept insisting everything was 
fine. 


That scene is a far cry from the scene 


across bargaining tables around the 
Northwest suburbs, where increasingly 
militant teachers demand and boards, 
worried about strikes, respond, at least, 
with respect 


Harper College hasn't joined the world 


yet and I couldn't help but wonder as I 
watched how long it would be until they 
do. 


It might not be too long, from what I 


saw. After all, It strains credibility to see 
one group of people tell another group of 
people the communication lines' are fine 
when the second group insists they're 
not. 


All in all, It should be interesting to 


watch what happens next. 


College Visitation 
Day Set At Harper 


Representatives of some 56 colleges 


and universities will be on the Harper 
College campus Wednesday to talk with 
Harper students wishing to transfer to a 
senior institution. 


About 60 per cent of Harper's some 


7,000 credit students are engaged in two- 
year programs enabling them to transfer 
to another institution to complete their 
baccalaureate degree. Harper has a total 
student body of 11,000. 


The college visitation will be from 10 


a.m. to 3 p.m. in the lounge of the Col- 
lege Center. 


The college day will be one of the larg- 


est held at Harper with many out of 
state schools participating. A second col- 
lege visitation day will be held next 
March. 


The average working hours in Senate 


sessions went up from about 6 hours and 
15 minutes per day In 1971 to a little 
more than 7 hours in 1972.

FEWER THAN one-half the number of 


measures, including bills and resolutions, 
were introduced in 1972 as were brought 
forth in 1971. But with a massive backlog 
from the 1971 session, the number of 
measures passed in both houses was 
slightly more In the second session than 
in the previous year. 


A massive 18,146 measures — 3,493 in 


the Senate and 14,653 in the House — 
were thrown into the hopper in 1971. In 
1972, that number went down to 7,208 — 
1,403 In the Senate and 5,805 in the 
House. 


The Senate passed 767 of those mea- 


sures this year, compared to 604 in 1971. 
The 1972 total of measures passed was

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753 in the House, slightly over the 716 
approved the previous year. 


The greater number of measures 


passed was reflected in the number of 
yea-and-nay votes recorded in each 
bouse: 532 in the Senate, over 423 last 
year; and 244 in the House, over 212. 


SENATORS were called for quorums 


39 times this year, as compared with 33 
last year. In the House there were 244 
quorum calls this year and 212 in 1971. 


President Nixon accelerated his veto 


powers greatly in 1972, striking down 17 
bills approved by both houses. In 1971, he 
exercised only three vetoes, none of 
which were overridden. Only two of his 
17 vetoes were overridden this year. 


The Congressional Record summary 


also reflects the unwieldly workload of 
congressmen and senators. Among the 
items the Senate was given to consider 
during the 1972 session were 66,536 nomi- 
nations by the President. Of these, only 
3,457 were for civilian positions; the rest 
were for military commissions or promo- 
tions In the officers' ranks. 


While the vast majority of these nomi- 


nations are routinely confirmed, the Sen- 
ate refused confirmation in 477 cases, 
and five were withdrawn by the adminis- 


tration.

It had nothing to do with mirrors, but 


when Bruce Flechtcr looked he saw a 
spitting Image of himself. 


It wasn't magic, although some people 


believe In that stuff, but Larry Sims 
could sec a little bit of himself. 


The explanation Is that Bruce Flech- 


tcr'* baby girl and Larry Sims' baby boy 
both took a hunk of their fathers' fea- 
tures for their own. Combine that with 
the characteristics of mothers Linda 
Flechtcr and Sandy Sims and you have a 
new life, a new flesh and blood human 
being 


Into the world came Stephanie Beth 


Flechtcr at seven pounds, eleven ounces, 


"The nurse said if you 


want to be in the delivery 
room with your wife you'd 


better hurry up." 


and Larry Tyler Sims, seven-pounder. It 
was the first baby for each couple. 


BOTH FATflEKS played an active role 


In the miracle of childbirth, that great 
phenomena that fulfills a woman's ma- 
ternal needs and gives a man a sense of 
family and pride. 


They both helped their wives through 


their pregnancy phase and accompanied 
them Into the delivery room. And they 
both got what they wanted. 


"I wanted a boy at tho beginning," 


said Bruce before the baby was born. 
"But I've changed my mind. Now I real- 
ly want a girl. I've seen other fathers 
with baby girls. My first idea was of hav- 
ing a boy to carry on the name. But 
there's nothing like a little girl putting 
her arms around you and calling you 
daddy. 


"The first child Is supposed to be hard 


to handle. Girls arc easier, by tempera- 
ment, eating and sleeping. If It's a girl 
I'll fill the room full of stuffed animals. 
(Relatives and friends have provided 
those as gifts already). They're better 
than dolls." 


Linda said before (he baby was born 


that she had the same feelings about 
having a boy rather than a girl. "A wom- 
an feels the same as a man about a boy 
In her lap. Boys come Into the world with 
a mind of their own. But I don't care 
now. As long as It gets hero and looks 
like my husband." It did. 


THE FLECIITERS live In a townhousc 


in Schaumburg after having lived In 
Northbrook and Wheeling. Bruce, 26, was 
born In Dccrflcld, where he now works 
as a dental technician. Linda is 25 years 
old and Is from Granite City, 111. The 


birth of Stephanie Beth was the highlight 
of their first five years of marriage. 


Last week, Bruce talked about the ex- 


perience the couple shared in the birth of 
their baby. 


He explained the couple's 24-hour stay 


at Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge before the baby was born at 5:19 
a.m. on Friday, Sept. 29. 


Bruce, who along with Linda partici- 


pated In the LaMaze childbirth prepara- 
tion sessions with instructor Judy Levitt 
of Schaumburg, said that stories they 
had heard about labor and delivery tak- 
ing a short time worked against them. 


"The process lasted a lot longer than 


we expected and It was a lot more work 
for me. Linda's labor lasted 24 hours and 
it was rough because neither of us had 
anything to cat before we left for the hos- 
pital. 


"SHE HAD hard labor right away. Her 


contractions were five minutes apart for 
the first 18 hours, then three minutes 
apart. And the contractions were so 
strong the entire time. We had to skip 
the first phase (of their LaMaze breath- 
ing technique) and mostly use the other 
two exercises. She was worn out and 
they had to give her a relaxant so she 
could sleep between contractions." 


Bruce said Linda experienced back la- 


bor (where the contractions are mainly 
felt in the back rather than the lower 
abdomen) and that he had to massago 
her back for 24 straight hours. "But tho 
excitement of it all kind of kept our 
minds off of It," he said. "She wasn't in 
much pain. It Just wore her out" 


The new father said the delivery room 


process took only about 30 minutes, in- 
cluding the birth itself and the cleaning 
and testing of the baby. 


"I WAS REALLY surprised to sec the 


color of the baby. I had seen six other 
babies who had been born when we were 
waiting for ours and they seemed to be 
pure white, no color. But ours was all 
pink and red and bright eyed. And it was 
great because they allowed me to hold 
tho baby right away." 


The Flechtcrs want another child and 


then would consider adoption after that. 
"We always talked of having two chil- 
dren, three years apart," Linda said. 
"Then we might like to adopt. I get 
choked up when I sec babies up for adop- 
tion on TV. There arc so many kids who 
don't have lave. We have it to give so 
why not? If a child didn't have a home 
we would give ours." 


Larry didn't have a boy-girl preference 


when It came to their baby. "She 
(Sandy) thinks I want.a boy," Larry said 
prior to the birth of Larry Tyler. "But all 
I want is a healthy baby. 


"IF IT'S A boy I'll buy him a football. 


If it's a girl I'll buy her dresses, little 
fancy dresses. Whenever we go into a 
store I want to buy everything. I'd like a 
baby St. Bernard to grow up with a boy. 
When wo wont to pick up the mattress I 
felt like getting a stuffed St. Bernard in- 
stead. I never desired to have a sister. 
But I want a girl and boy. We'll have 


only two kids. If two boys, fine. If two 
girls, fine." 


The Sims were married two years ago 


after meeting at Pana High School in 
Pana, 111., a town of about 6,000 persons 
in Southern Illinois, 50 miles southeast of 
Springfield.

Estates, Palatine and Mount Prospect. 


Three other Northwest suburban com- 


munities — Des Plolnes, Schaumburg, 
and Elk Grove Village — will have to 
share radio frequencies with more com- 
munities than currently, according to the 
plan. 


The plan calls for spending federal 


funds to buy equipment to implement the 
new communications arrangements. In- 
cluded arc estimated costs to provide per* 
sonal portable radio units for individual 
policemen on all suburban departments. 


BERNIE EBSTEIN, an IITRI research 


engineer, told the commission yesterday 
the plan will have 20 UHF networks and 
six VHP (very-high frequency) networks 
for various groups of communities. 
Three UHF networks and one VHP net- 
work will bo reserved for the arcawlde 
use. 


Ebstcln recommended establishing the 


committee of suburban officials, which 
he said will recommend fiscal policies of 


minimized costs, will set 
priorities 


among department and by type of equip- 
ment, will develop a timetable and will 
give technical assistance to individual 
communities in Implementing the pro- 
gram. 


In addition to an initial cost of approxi- 


mately $5 million to purchase the equip- 
ment, there will be an annual mainte- 
nance cost of more than $800,000 to keep 
the system operating, Ebstcln said. 


Ebstcln urged the commission to ap- 


prove the plan yesterday because he said 
both the radio frequencies and the feder- 
al funds necessary to implement the pro- 
gram are now available. 


THE IITRI .plan will have Northwest 


suburban towns served by four separate 
communications networks. 


Network 18 will serve DCS Plaines, 


Roscmont and Park Ridge. 


Network 19 will include Arlington 


Heights, Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove. 


Network 20 will include Palatine, Roll- 


ing Meadows, Hoffman Estates, Schaum- 
burg, Bortlett, Streamwood and Hanover 
-Park. 


Network 24 will include Wheeling, 


Glencoe, Kenllwprth, Northbrook, North- 


field, Wlnnetka and Wilmette. 


Although the Criminal Justice Commis- 


sion has given formal approval to the 
plan, local communities have the option 
of either complying or not complying 
with the proposed communications net- 
work assignments.

High School Dist. 214 Supt Edward 


Gilbert will uk the district board to re- 
consider its policy which does not allow 
high school bands to participate in pro- 
grams honoring political candidates. 


Gilbert told the board Monday night he 


plans to uk them at a later meeting to 
reconsider the policy, which came under 
fire last month when several bands ac- 
cepted Invitations to play for a rally for 
President Richard Nixon in Chicago. 


Under the district's policy, the bands 


can play for the President, two Illinois 
Senators or the Congressman from this 
area, but not for "other elected offi- 
cials," including Sen. George McGovern 
when he was running for the presidency. 


In addition, Gilbert defended the action 


of Arlington High School Prin. Bruno 
Waara hi canceling a scheduled appear- 
ance by two Black Panthers at the 
school last month. 


Waara canceled the appearance by 


the black militants, which had been 
scheduled for an after-school, voluntary 
attendance forum, after receiving pro- 
tests from a number of callers, including 
radio commentator Howard Miller and 
the Rev. Paul Lindstrom, bead of the 
Church of Christian Liberty. 


Gilbert said Waara canceled the ap- 


pearance before talking to him and said, 
"Mr. Waara faced something that others 
do not have to face in theoretical consid- 
erations — he was faced with the possi- 
bility of violence between two factions 
around the school." 


Gilbert added, "Many might have 


thought it was the wrong decision, but 
once he made it I certainly supported 
it."

Examiner Plan 


Needs Board Aid 
The Public's Issue 


The voters of Cook County made 


one thing "crystal clear" election 
day — Ihcy want the office of coun- 
ty coroner abolished. 


That opinion was voiced loudly 


and clearly Nov. 7 as the voters 
answered "Yes" in an 8 to 1 ratio 
when asked If the coroner's system 
should be abolished and replaced 
uith a medical examiner system. 


Specifically, the voters decided a 


medical examiner system should 
replace the coroner system, abo- 
lishing alt the outdated, mean- 
ingless and inefficient aspects of 
the latter. 


The referendum victory repre- 


sents a significant step forward in 
achieving a just and honest system 
of law enforcement in Cook Coun- 
ty. 


Hut much work remains to be 


done before the medical examiner 
system, scheduled to begin Dec. G, 
1076, can be implemented. 


The authority and responsibility 


for that work rest with Coroner Dr. 
Andrew Toman and the Cook Coun- 
ty Doard of Commissioners. 


Although the voters have de- 


cided, the county board must adopt 
new county ordinances if the medi- 
cal examiner system is to become 
reality. 


Under the home rule powers of 


the 
county* the 
board 
must, 


through appropriate legal steps, 
abolish the office of the coroner 
and all its legal responsibilities, 
and create the office of medical ex- 
aminer. 


In order to bring about the tran- 


sition smoothly and to establish a 
system designed to function in the 
best interests of the people of Cook 
County, several Intermediate steps 
seem appropriate. 


First, the coroner should appoint 


an 
advisory committee — in- 


cluding representatives from the 
legal, law enforcement and medi- 


cal communities and from citizen 
groups. 


That committee 
should 
first 


study medical examiner laws in 
other states, cities and counties to 
determine if they can be adopted, 
in whole or in part, by Cook Coun- 
ty. 


Second, the committee should 


hold a scries of public hearings to 
get the opinions of private citizens, 
policemen, firemen, civic leaders, 
lawyers and physicians and to dis- 
cuss provisions for possible prob- 
lems peculiar to Cook County. 


Another function of such an advi- 


sory group should be to work to 
find an acceptable forensic pathol- 
ogist to fill the post of chief medi- 
cal examiner. 


While the referendum specified 


only that the chief medical exam- 
iner be a licensed physician, there 
can be no question the intent of es- 
tablishing the new system would 
best be served if a qualified foren- 
sic pathologist can be employed. 


The committee should then sub- 


mit the names of any and all such 
experts it finds willing to accept 
the position to County Board Pres. 
George Dunne for his consideration 
in making the appointment. 


The coroner has four years in 


which to implement the new sys- 
tem. There should be no unusual 
difficulty in achieving a smooth 
transition to the medical examiner 
system if the coroner and the coun- 
ty board begin to lay the ground 
work and start the legal machinery 
in motion without undue delay. 


The voters of Cook County have 


made their opinion 
abundantly 


clear. If there was a mandate is- 
sued Nov. 7 in Cook County it was 
for the creation of the medical ex- 
aminer system. 


We urge Dr. Toman and the 


county board to begin immediately 
to guarantee the will of the people 
is achieved.

History has been written. The winners 


have been announced, and the losers con- 
signed to political oblivion. Occasional 
skirmishes still flare at election boards, 
as a few unknown winners try to deter- 
mine their vote totals. But those forlorn 
posters of defeated candidates are com- 
ing down, and the campaign headlines 
have been put in the basement files or 


discarded. 


The election of 1972 will quickly be for- 


gotten. We all know who the winners are, 
and requiems for losers are em- 
barrassingly short. A sigh of relief will 
accompany some victories, just as tears 
go with some defeats. But attention soon 
turns to other things. 


Yet there are still lessons to be learned 


from the results of November 7. There 
were some surprises, and some signifi- 
cant stories in the statistics. They tell us 
things which will not be overlooked by 
future candidates. And in sum they have 
some things to say about the future of 
both major parties. 


The happiest surprise for Republicans 


was the election of Bernard Carey as 
Cook County State's Attorney. Running 
with about average pluralities in the sub- 
urbs for a Republican candidate, he pick- 
ed up the unusual strength in Chicago in 
both the black wards and in those along 
the lakefront north of the Loop. Carey's 
win came despite Ed Hanrahan's acquit- 


tal a few days before the election and his 
upset win in the primary over the Organ- 
ization candidate, Judge Berg. The real 
surprise was the independence of the 
black vote, a major factor hi Chicago, as 
it registered a significant protest against 
the Democratic candidate. 


Another significant protest vote had to 


be that cast hi the gubernatorial race. 
Even though he ran somewhat below av- 
erage in the suburbs, Governor Ogilvie 
lost his campaign downstato where he 
was decisively beaten by Dan Walker. 
The suburban results, however, are suf- 
ficient to measure the magnitude of the 
problem. In Elk Grove Township, where 
Nixon, Percy, NScott, Crane and Regner 
were generating pluralities from 17,000 to 
18,000 votes (the highest ever recorded), 
Ogilvie got a plurality of only 9,000. This 
is also noticeably down from the nearly 
12,000 vote margin ho got in 1968. On a 
statewide basis this meant a vote differ- 
ential of over 1.2 million votes between 
Ogilvie, on the one hand, and Scott and

pect High Senior, Nov. 7 was the culmi- 
nation of much dedicated work since last 
summer in behalf of Senator Percy's re- 
election. That night he visited several 
election headquarters in Chicago. 


On Nov. 8 I deemed it wise that he 


sleep a little later and miss his first 
class. When I called Prospect, the at- 
tendance office told me this was In- 
excusable. I asked to speak to Mr. Ku- 
lieke and was transferred to an adminis- 
trator who advised me that all absence 
for any political activity was in- 
excusable. Apparently they had a num- 
ber of requests, especially for election 
day, and though he told me all requests 
came from respected and good students, 
the administration of Prospect deemed it 
wise not to promote such activity by ex- 
cusing absences. I feel this is very arbi- 
trary and a more realistic course might 
have been to accept a parent's note and 
leave the decision to a student's coun- 
selor who should be aware of his sincer- 
ity, his grades and absences over a four 
year period.

Ticket splitting continued as a political 


fact of life in the suburbs. Even though 
not as pronounced as in 1970, when 
Smith, Page and Woods lost proportio- 
nally more voters to the Democratic col- 
umn, it remained high. Among candi- 
dates for state and national offices, tick- 
et splitting was about 20 per cent of the 
total. When all candidates are included, 
this figure rises to close to 30 per cent 
In 1970, however, the comparable figure 
was over 40 per cent. 


Voter turnout was significantly low for 


a Presidential election year. In 1968 the 
turnout was 93.4 per cent of registered 
voters in Elk Grove Township. This year 
it was 5.3 percentage points less, or 88.1 
per cent. Partially this is attributable to 
the great number of new voters regis- 
tered on the township this year, and the 
fact that such voters are usually at little 
below average in turnout The lower 
turnout does not trace to decreased cam- 
paign activity, which if anything was 
more feverish than in 1968. But turnout 
p e r c e n t a g e s were noticeably down 
throughout the suburbs, which means 
other factors at work. 


One of these could have been the as- 


sumption that Nixon was going to win 
anyway and a consequent feeling that 
voting was unimportant, a most unfortu- 
nate conclusion for other candidates. An- 
other could have been a sense of alien- 
ation resulting from the campaign or oth- 
er events in the recent past These must 
be left to the pollsters to decipher. What- 
ever the reason, in Elk Grove Township, 
the number of persons per precinct not 
voting increased from 43 hi 1968 to 77 in 
1972, with the other townships registering 
similar declines. 


The 1972 election will result in major 


changes for the Republican Party hi Illi- 
nois. The loss of the governorship in all 
practicality also means the loss of the 
head of the party in the state. Accom- 
panied as this was by the loss of the sec- 
retary of state's office, these twin de- 
feats are not offset by the success of 
George Lindberg in bis race for comp- 
troller. The net effect, despite narrow 
victories in both houses of the Illinois 
General Assembly, is to leave the party 
somewhat weaker as it moves Into plan- 
ning for the 1974 elections. 


Fortunately the Republican Party in Il- 


linois can overcome this condition. It 
elected some superb candidates to office. 
Every indication is that these leaders 
have every intention of working together. 
The party is particularly strong in the 
suburban area, and with sound planning 
and hard work and good candidates this 
strength can positively affect its future 
throughout Illinois.

NEW YORK (UPI)-A study published 


by Professor B. F. Skinner of Harvard In 
I960 concluded that more than GO per 
cent of a person's I.Q. is developed prior 
to age six. 


Predicated on Skinner's thesis, the 


Ore-school Industry evolved and is rapid- 
ly replacing the nursery school. It's ex- 
pected to grow into a $10 billion industry 
in tho United States by the late 1970s and 
a $2 billion business In Canada. 


"We'll lake a child as soon as he or 


she Is toilet-trained and has experienced 
at least partial severance of the umbili- 
cal cord," says Alan Angrist, president, 
Alphabctland, a five-year-old chain of 
preschool centers. "That time usually oc- 
curs at about age 2H, but in some in- 
stances, kids arc enrolled as early as age 
one" 


A recent study by the US. Office of 


Education indicates about 40 per cent of 
tho nation's 10 6 million children age 3 to 
5 already are enrolled in some type of 
formal education program. 


ANGKIST PEELS a more accurate 


reading would result from an exam- 
ination of the one to S'-j year age brack- 
et, where five per cent arc enrolled out 
of 14 million. 


"That will really give you an idea of 


tho potential for this Industry," he says. 


Alphabctland currently has 10 pre- 


school centers In operation, primarily in 
the New York area. Another 13 are 
slated for opening by December. Even- 
tually, GOO centers arc planned for the 
U S. market. 


Five year projections for Canada call 


for a minimum of GO centers. Initially, 
they will be concentrated In and around 
major cities such as Ottawa, Toronto, 
Montreal, Vancouver and Quebec. 


"Canada Li a nation highly oriented to- 


wards education and business, and dedi- 


cated toward the development of both," 
says Angrist "It also has a younger me- 
dian age," he added, indicating this was 
an important factor in the country's mar- 
ket potential. 


The primary goal of preschool educa- 


tion is to teach children to read at an 
early age. To do this Alphabetland em- 
ploys cognitive stimulation In an open 
classroom environment 


"Our kids learn to operate learning 


computers and closed circuit television 
equipment, write and participate in their 
cnvn plays and are Introduced to problem 
solving and reasoning," Angrist says, ad- 
ding It took him two years to write the 
curriculum. 


ANGIUST SAYS the growth In pre- 


school education is helped by the increas- 
ing number of mothers who want to pur- 
sue careers they were trained for in col- 
lege. 


"By sending their kids to preschool, 


mothers can bo sure their time is spent 
profitably," he says. 


The preschool education concept has 


critics. Many arc educators who question 
the quality of such profit making oper- 
ations, particularly those franchlsed na- 
tionally like Alphabetland. A popular 
criticism suggests these early education 
centers produce "Kentucky fried chil- 
dren." 


Angrist scoffs at such dialogue, as- 


serting there arc many educators who 
believe preschool education is more vital 
than four years in college. 


"And that Includes Jerome Brenner of 


Harvard," he says. Eventually, as pre- 
school centers become more widespread, 
Angrist feels one effect will bo to boost 
educational standards at levels above 
them. 


"Wo Intend to force local elementary 


schools to upgrade their programs in or- 
der to accommodate our students," he 
says. 


Because of the large scale dis- 


engagement of U.S. forces which has al- 
ready taken place, the direct economic 
impact on the U.S. of a Vietnam peace 
settlement would probably be limited, 
say economists at Chicago's Northern 
Trust Bank. The economists, expect pub- 
lic attitudes to improve markedly if a 
settlement can be reached. 


"Some of this better feeling could show 


up In more aggressive spending and in- 
vesting decisions," says the bank. The 
encouraging Vietnam news comes at a 
time when the economy is already dis- 
playing considerable vigor. The business 
expansion — now approaching two years 
— still has few characteristics of matur- 
ity, notes Northern Trust's economic 
newsletter, "Business Comment." 


Business investment in both capital 


goods and inventories appears to be only 
in the early stages of a typical business 
cycle advance, while residential con- 
struction is proving surprisingly resistant 
to the sharp downturn experienced at a 
similar phase in most earlier postwar ex- 
pansions. Meanwhile, both fiscal policy 
and monetary policy remain supportive. 


THUS, MOST forecasters see the econ-

What has been happening to the mu- 


tual funds these past few months must 
bo puzzling to many Investors. It's not a 
fun-type puzzle, though. It's the kind that 
makes one mad. 


The people in charge of handing out 


figures on such things keep telling us 
about very healthy growth in the econo- 
my. Business Is good. It hasn't exactly 
been a record-smashing year in the stock 
market, but one broad market index (the 
S&P SOO) poitcd a gain of more than 8 
per cent during the first nine months of 
the year 


But look at the mutual funds. Now, 


they arc supposed to "outperform" the 
market. That's the theory, at least. They 
have these expert portfolio managers 
who are extremely well paid, most o! 
them, for cleverly picking the most re- 
warding stocks. That being the case, the 
funds should, by definition, produce bet- 
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omy continuing in a rising trend for at 
least another 12 months. 


While the nation appears capable of 


achieving another year of good growth, 
doubts remain that this growth can occur 
without generating significantly adverse 
side effects, says Northern Trust 


Concern about the outlook remains 


widespread, with worries 
expressed 


about inflation, tax prospects, the ulti- 
mate impact of controls on corporate 
profits and the possibility of costlier — 
and less readily available — credit. 


"Obviously, concerns that took years 


to build will not disappear rapidly," says 
the bank. "Almost inevitably, though, at- 
titudes would snow a marked improve- 
ment if a Vietnam peace settlement were 
followed in 1973 by two key devel- 
opments: a concerted effort on the part 
of both the administration and the Con- 
gress to produce a noninflationary feder- 
al budget, and continued progress in 
holding down unit labor costs as the new 
wage contract cycle gets under way. 


"Success on these two fronts," says 


Northern Trust, "would bolster con- 
fidence that the nation can in fact hold to 
a noninflationary growth path."

tcr results than the market averages — 
that is, what you'd get by flipping a coin 
to pick stocks, or throwing darts at the 
stock exchange tables. 


UNFORTUNATELY, the theory hasn't 


been working very well this year. The 
funds, on average, have been doing only 
about half as well as "the market," and 
during tho June-September third quarter, 
a largo majority of the funds slipped into 
tho loser columns. 


Tabulating the performance figures of 


580 funds for the first nine months, "Mu- 
tual Funds Scoreboard," a quarterly re- 
port published In Old Tappan, N.J., by 
Yale Hirsch, shows the average fund up 
5 3 per cent for the period. 


That figure includes dividents, how- 


ever, while the S&P 500 index does not. 
Adjusting tho latter for dividends would 
put it above 10 per cent — meaning that 
"the market" by this yardstick showed 
about double the gain of the average 
fund. 


Even more saddening to fund investors 


arc the third-quarter results, showing 
that 357 of the 580 funds reported on, or 
62 per cent of them, sustained declines In 
share value, during these three months, 
ranging up to 28 per cent. 


Any explanation of what's been hap- 


pening to the funds has to begin with 
these third-quarter figures. At midyear, 
the funds were outperforming "the mar- 
ket," as they were supposed to. The av- 
erage fund was then up 10.3 per cent, 
Hlrsch points out. Third-quarter losses 
have cut the gain hi half. 


Hirsch notes that "most of the erosion 


was in the growth funds, especially the 
more aggressive ones." That suggests 
more of the explanation. 


THE MANAGERS of the growth funds, 


especially the more aggressive, favor the 
glamor stocks. Great for performance 
when, the market is headed aggressively 
upward — but they're almost the first to 
hit the skids when the market Is weaken- 
ing. 


So we have the Dow-Jones, the S&P 


and other indexes showing the market 
making fairly respectable gains. But 
these Indexes generally reflect what's 
happening among the better quality 
stocks, or even an exclusive blue-chip 
group Then there's the rest of the mar- 
ket, Including the glamor Issues and 
more speculative stocks. 


The mutual fund figures evidently re- 


flect what's happening in the rest of the 
market — suggesting that it may not be 
as healthy, when you start peering into 
the corners, as the professional optimists 
would like to believe. 


The more dour observers are pre- 


dicting that any "peace binge" in the 
market will be short, and followed by 
more investor apathy, if not worse.

porters of job-sharing, he adds. 


"The turnover rate is lower and each 


member of the time-sharing team actual- 
ly carries more than half the workload of 
the fulltimc position. 


"Most of these women are not working 


just to support families. Further, their 
work is an integral part of their lives. 
They take pride in their accom- 
plishments. And, often, the two will get 
together to discuss their workload — to 
exchange ideas," Bowler said. 


The job-sharing employe cadre has an 


eye towards the future. "They are finan- 
cial planning-oriented," Bowler contin- 
ued. "They may want to help assure 
their children's college educations or 
contribute to a more carefree retirement 
for themselves and their husbands." 


But creating the proper financial envi- 


ronment "is not an easy chore — not a 
do-it-yourself project. It requires a multi- 
tude of complex decisions and more time 
than most workers are able to devote. 


"As a result, many of the time-sharing 


employes are going one step further and 
seeking the aid and advice of financial 
services professionals. They recognize, 
appreciate and respect the professional 
approach of a financial planner to his job 
— the same professionalism they apply 
to their own jobs," Bowler said.

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Announce Plans For $8 Million Exposition Hall 


A California developer 
announced 


plans yesterday to construct an $8 mil- 
lion exposition hall on Mannheim Road in 
Roscmont. 


Robert Black, president of the private- 


ly-owned O'Hare Tradeshow Convention 
Center Corp., said the center, to be build 
on 13 acres at 6400 N. Mannheim, hist 
south of Hlgglns Road, will open in June, 
1974. 


The center, designed to attract scien- 


tific and Industrial trade shows to Chi- 
cago, will include a 120,000 square foot 
exhibit hall with a 24-foot ceiling and 
35,000 square feet of meeting rooms. 


Ground will be broken in spring, 1973. 
The exhibition hail will be connected to 


the Flying Carpet Motor Inn restaurant 
to offer a "unique combination" of hotel 
accommodations, exhibit space 
and 


meeting rooms to international shows, 
Black said. 


TIIIIKE OKKICKItS rf the exhibit hail 


corporation, also are members of the 
motor Inn board. Ralph M. Schwartz- 
berg, a Chicago attorney, is secretary 
and counsel for the convention center 
and U president of the motor inn corpo- 
ration. Other officers are Chicago attor- 
neys Isadorc Fishman and Hugh J. 
Schwartzbcrg. 


Although financing of the project is not 


complete, Schwartzbcrg said site land, 
currently owned by the motor inn, will 
bo sold to the convention corporation. 


Black, president of Management Com- 


munications Corp. In Los Angeles and 
publisher of "Tradeshow Week" maga- 
zine, said the hotel will "offer the most 
modern facilities of all types of exhibi- 
tions, including highly specialized techni- 
cal facilities enabling operation of heavy, 
complex machinery shows." 


The one-story building will include 


flexible walls to house as many as four 
small shows at one time.

signers of the O'Hare Inn, arc project 
architects, Black said. 


The hall, which may lead to the addi- 


tion of 300 to 400 rooms at the '10-year-old 
Flying Carpet, could compete with a 
planned S28 million hotel-exposition hall 
near Wille and Mount Prospect roads in 
DCS Plalnes. 


Hillside developer Anthony Finnocchio 


met with city officials last summer to 
discuss annexation of 65 acres to be de- 
veloped as an $8 million exhibition hall, a 
$20 million motel, a theater and parking 
for 6,500 cars. 


Finnocchio and Sales Promotion Mgr. 


George Furman told the Herald yester- 
day that they will purchase land from 
Greco Construction Co. Jan. 2 and expect 
construction completion by January or 
February, 1974.

If You Like Kids, There's A Spot For You

"Hello, this is The Bridge. Can I help 


you?" 


The voice on the other end of the line 


may simply ask for the telephone num- 
ber of a legal asi (stance office, or may 
quavcrlngly Inquire what to do for a 
drug overdose. It's the unpredictable na- 
ture of the job at The Bridge that at- 
tracts many of the volunteers who work 
there. 


Located above Philippe Realty in Pala- 


tine, The Bridge offers not only a hot line 
but full counseling services. The ID-mom- 
bcr professional staff Includes a regis- 
tered nurse, a lawyer and others trained 
In sociology, psychology and related 
fields. 


BACKED UP BY these professionals, 


volunteers mainly answer the telephones, 
according to Bob Craft, director of volun- 
teers. Depending on their experience and 
abilities, volunteers may handle the call 
themselves or refer it to a member of 
the staff. 


Volunteers are trained by The Bridge 


and have at their fingertips all manner 
of factual information, such as agencies 


and organizations and their telephone 
numbers, if that is what the caller needs. 
But In the case of a problem requiring 
counseling or specialized help, they refer 
the call to a staff member, who is always 
on duty. 


There arc no special requirements or 


restrictions for volunteers at The 
Bridge, except maturity and the ability 
to be a good listener, according to Craft. 
He said volunteers range hi age from 17 
to mkHOs and are "of all typos." But 
they all have one thing in common — 
they care about people and want to help. 


"IT'S REALLY A GOOD feeling If you 


can help someone," said volunteer Tarn 
Margraf of Arlington Heights, who has 
been with The Bridge for a year. He en- 
joys this particular type of volunteer 
work because "there's always something 
different — it's a constant change." 


Another volunteer, Rcna Claude of 


Harrington, whose children are in school, 
had gone back to college and completed 
her degree in sociology. During the 
course of job-hunting, she "discovered 
Tho Bridge," and has been volunteering 
there since April. She said she has gotten 
"o lot of dating calls, and a few crisis 
calls." 


A veteran hot liner Is John Mosman of 


Palatine, who worked with the Barring- 
ton hot line until it was forced to close, 
then came to The Bridge a year ago. He 
volunteers evenings, while working days 
at Motorola. Volunteers are scheduled 
for four hours a week, but it seems that 
concern for others just can't be shut off: 
Four volunteers appeared the evening I 
visited, although only one had been 
scheduled to work. 


A FONDNESS FOR children and inter- 


est in the learning process lie behind 
the volunteer work of women and teen- 
agers who offer their services and tal- 
ents to the schools. 


"What we've been able to do with the 


children in the last four years is really 
good," said Mrs. Mary Stitt, principal of 
Olive School in Arlington Heights, in ref- 
erence to the volunteer program there. 
Mrs. Stltt was instrumental In promoting 
and expanding volunteer work at Olive 
School, a leader in the district in this 
respect. 


Some 20 volunteers working as library 


assistants, tutors, teacher aids and cler- 
ics are coordinated by Mrs. Robert L. 
Black, a mother and former teacher. 


Mrs. Black is understandably enthu- 


siastic about the program. Volunteers 
are providing Important supplementary 
stimulation for the children — or are tak- 
ing the burden of routine work from the 
teachers so the latter may give more in- 
dividual attention to the students. 


"I COULDN'T GET along without 


them," multi-age teacher Kathy Ruben- 
acker said of the volunteers. 


The only requirement for volunteers 


here is to have a TB chest X-ray. "What 
matters is that they like children," Mrs. 
Black said. 


Answering that description is Mrs. E. 


W. King, who comes to Olive one morning 
a week to "do whatever needs doing" in 
the kindergarten. She helps the children 
learn to count, does art work with them 


Speaking Of 


and reads to them. 


Special education teacher Mrs. Meryl 


Parchmann is grateful for the help of 
volunteer Mrs. Janet Ullenlus. Working 
with children who have learning prob- 
lems requires attention on a one-to-one 
basis, and one teacher can see only so 
many children in a day. So Mrs. Parch- 
mann "prescribes" for Mrs. Ullenius 
what a child needs in the way of special 
help. Sometimes, she said, it's important 
just to listen. She adds that volunteers 
need to be "the type of person who can 
be accepting." 


A presentation on spiders has also been 


part of Mrs. Ullenius' contribution. The 
result of research by her and her son, 
the talk served as an introduction to a 
science study by the children. 


ANOTHER VOLUNTEER, Jean Dwitt- 


koff, has been working with children who 
have speech difficulties, helping a little 
boy learn math and teaching Spanish to 
exceptionally bright youngsters. Mrs. 
Dwittkoff happens to have a degree in 
psychology, but is basically a mother 
whose children have all entered school 
and who wants to give some of her time 
to help other children. 


Such tasks as typing, dittoing test pa- 


pers, making up paper notebooks — the 
endless "busy" work that is essential but 
kills valuable time teachers could use for 
teaching — are efficiently executed by 
volunteers Joan Jochirco and Kay Ren- 
fro. Mrs. Renfro explained that much of 
this work used to be done by paid secre- 
taries, but such personnel can no longer 
be afforded since the failure of a school 
bond issue. 


Instead of shortchanging the children, 


however, the school responded to budget 
problems by increasing volunteer work- 
ers, so that these students probably re- 
ceive greater and broader learning expe- 
riences than those in a school with a few 
more professional staffers but no volun- 
teers. 


"THE CHILDREN LEARN to relate to 


many different people rather than just 
one teacher," Mrs. Black said. "Some 
volunteers are retired men who fulfill a 
sort of grandfatherly role, and we also 
have high school and junior high students 
who come over to help." 


In addition, the women who volunteer 


seem to have a special relationship with 
the children, she said. They are a friend, 
someone the children can talk to who is 
not an authority figure. 


Volunteers also develop a closer rela- 


tionship with teachers, according to Mrs. 
Lochirco, who added that she likes help- 
ing at the school because she can "find 
out more about it" 
Principal Stltt 


agreed that first-hand knowledge of to- 
lay's educational process is good for 
parents and that the day of schools being 
closed to "outsiders" is long gone. 


Through the Volunteer Bureau, Mrs. 


Black also tries to find "resource" or 
"enrichment" volunteers — people with 
a special talent or expertise who will 
come in and give presentations. A popu- 
lar visitor in this category was a geolo- 
gist, who "patiently looked at each stone 
the children brought to him," Mrs. Black 
recalled. 


FOR THOSE WHO find tiny tots irre- 


sistible, there is the Headstart pre-school 
program. According to teacher Diane 
Latko, who directs activities at the Pros- 
pect Heights center located in Good 
Shepherd Lutheran Church, 1111 N. Elm- 
hurst Rd., "We really count on volun- 
teers," 


In addition to mothers of children in 


the program, volunteer help comes from 
various groups and individuals In the 
community. Some lend a hand in the cen- 
ters, while others work at home making 
flannelgraph materials or doll clothes for 
the children. All of this is essential to the 
program's existence, since the govern- 
ment provides only 80 per cent of the 
support; the other 20 per cent must come 


from the community, in the form of scr- 
l( 


vice, supplies and money. 


Sue Dewar, a Hersey High School se- 


nior, comes in three afternoons a week to 
assist Mrs. Latko with the children. An 
aspiring teacher, Sue said her volunteer 
work is "a lot of fun." 


"The kids are funny, and they're fun to 


work with." 


The rewards were obvious, as shining 


faces looked up to her and asked to have 
paint-smocks tied or eagerly showed her 
a drawing. 


The Headstart program seeks to pre- 


pare children for kindergarten, especial- 
ly Spanish-speaking youngsters who of- 
tentimes have extra difficulties in school 
because of the language problem. 


"The little ones who have been here 


know how to get along in English when 
they go to school," Mrs. Maria Perez, a 
mother-volunteer, observed. Mrs. Perez 
has 4-year-old twins, Molly and Polly, in 
the pre-school program and seven older 
children. She helps Mrs. Latko at the 
center nearly every day. 


"I come because I like to see my little 


ones. They're learning pretty fast — 
picking up English." 


Mrs. Perez and Sue and the other vol- 


unteers play with the children, help them 
write their names or count and set up 
equipment for Mrs. Latko, who is always 
grateful for "an extra pair of hands." 


The learning process for the pre-schoo- 


lers is a subtle one, Mrs. Latko ex- 
plained. They are taught colors and num- 
bers and other basic concepts through 
games, art projects and normal Inter- 
action. This makes it important to have 
enough help so that each child can be 
given individual attention — not to men- 
tion routine supervision of a dozen pre- 
schoolers. 


There is never a dull moment for a

Books That Appeal To Children

Can you name the seven deadly sins? 


My dictionary lists pride, covetousness, 
lust, anger, gluttony, envy and sloth. 
These hardly sound like raw material on 
which to base successful 
children's 


books. Yet William Pene du Bois is doing 
just that, in a fascinating series which be 
both writes and illustrates. The books, 
moreover, are popular with children and 
adults, according to Nancy Peterson, our 
local children's librarian. 


This being national Children's Book 


Week (Nov. 13-19), Miss Peterson sug- 
'gested a few representative books that 
are (a) most frequently requested, 
checked out and talked about by children 
themselves, and (b) also popular with 
adults, who often must read the books or 
help their youngsters read them. 


"Lazy Tommy Pumpkinhead," a du 


Bois book published in 1986, meets all 
requirements. According to Miss Peter- 
son, it's loved by nearly every first and 
second grader, though few of them are 
quite up to reading it themselves. Lazy 
Tommy lives in an all-electric house. He 
even has an electric eating machine that 
feeds Urn, wipes his face and then turns 
itself off. But one day a storm knocks 
down the electrical wires so Lazy Tom- 
my sleeps for a whole week, and with 
disastrous results. 


"PORKO VON POPBUTTON" (1968) 


is another in the series, a fine book 
about gluttony written for slightly older 
children. It tells how Porko becomes a 
most improbable hockey hero at the 
President Coolidge School for Boys. 
When the headmaster warns the team of 
the feast they'll be offered by a rival 
school before the big game, Porko de- 


clines the advice to "steer a lean, Presi- 
dent Coolidge course through this sea of 
temptation," and plans to "steer a fat, 
President Taft course, ploughing through 
the bearnaise sauce . . . and running 
aground on a mountain of eclairs." 


Other books hi the series include 


"Pretty Pretty Peggy Moffitt" (on van- 
ity) and "Call Me Bandicoot" (on stingi- 
ness), for somewhat older readers. The 
author, by the way, seems to write for an 
older age group with each successive 
.book. Even so, the librarian and I can 
hardly wait to see what he'll do when he 
gets around to writing on lust! 


But books for beginning readers and 


pre-readers are usually the hardest for 
adults to buy. Here, then, are a represen- 
tative few that our librarian says appeal 
to youngsters and grown-ups alike. Try 
them now for Children's Book Week — or 
keep them in mind for your Christmas 
shopping list! 


1. "The Good Bird," by Peter Wezel 


(1964), is an all-picture, no-words book 
for the very young, about a red bird who 
loses his heart to a glittering orange 
goldfish. 


2. "What's in the Dark?" by Carl 


Memling; pictures by John E. Johnson 
(1971). This is a very popular book out of 
several designed to help a young child 
get over being afraid of going to bed hi 
the dark. 


3. "MOG THE FORGETFUL CAT," 


written and illustrated by Judith Kerr 
(1970), tells how Mog foils a burglar and 
wins a medal (plus an egg for breakfast 
every morning). 


4. "Waltzing Matilda," poem by A. B. 


Paterson and illustrations by Desmond 
Digby (1970). This picture book version 
of the well-known Australian song is es- 


pecially noteworthy for its strong and 
vigorous illustrations. 


5. "In The Night Kitchen" by Maurice 


Sendak (1970). This book tells how Mick- 
ey fell into the night kitchen, where bak- 
ers who look remarkably like Oliver 
Hardy are baking a cake. The text is in 
all-capital letters for beginning readers, 
and pictures are drawn in an old-fashion- 
ed comic-book style. This book, in- 
cidentally, caused some furor in chil- 
dren's library circles, because Mickey 
lost his clothes in his fall and appears on 
several pages as an unmistakably nude 
male. At least one librarian Is said to 


thave drawn little blue jeans on Mickey in 
her copy. 


6."Sylvester and the Magic Pebble," 


written and Illustrated by William Steig 
(1970). Though some librarians removed 
controversial pages depicting policemen 
as pigs, this delightful book, 1970 winner 
of the prestigious Caldecott Medal, still 
has great appeal for young children, who 
can Imagine themselves lost and turned 
into a rock. 


For more children's book ideas,'con- 


sult your local children's librarian. Or 
simply browse around a little, and note 
the card in each book pocket. Any card 
with several recent dates stamped on it 
indicates a book that's been checked out 
often, and one that's at least likely to 
appeal to your youngsters, too.

about Is a quicky cake. You know, one 
that takes almost no time and rings 
bells. Hope this isn't too much to 
ask.—Vicky Gray. 


We were Invited to an impromptu pot- 


luck dinner a month or so ago, the host- 
ess maintaining that all she needed to do 
was "rustle up"- a dessert. Eyebrows 
went up, of course, when at the proper 
time there appeared an elegant cake. 
"With an electric mixer," she said, "it's 
a breeze." 


She had dumped into a large mixing 


bowl 1 package .of yellow cake mix, 1 
package of instant vanilla pudding, 1 cup 
of sour cream, % cup of corn (you can 
also use vegetable) oil and four whole 
eggs. She mixed this for 3 or 4 minutes 
with the mixer, then added 1 package of 
chocolate chips, blending these in by 
hand. This mixture was poured into a 
greased tube pan and baked in a 350- 
degree oven for 1 hour. I think that's 
about as close to "almost no time" as 
you're going to get with a cake.

"Candling" meant just that — a candle 


was used! The egg was held up to tho 
flame and the inside Inspected. Today's 
mechanized process is still a form of 
"candling." The eggs are placed in rows 
on a continuous conveyor and mechani- 
cally twirled. Trained Inspectors can de- 
tect flaws in yolk or white immediately 
and "flunk" the egg.

'Angel Street' Captivating 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Some plays never lose their flavor or 


appeal no matter how many years they 
go back. "Angel Street," which opened 
last week at Arlington Park Theatre, is 
like that. 


It's been 30 years since the Victorian 


thriller was first produced on Broadway, 
but the gratifying feeling I came away 
with, of having partaken of a good sus- 
pense story that tingles with raw emo- 
tions and trepidation, is the same sensa- 
tion, I have no doubt, that opening night 
theatergoers took hmc with them In 1941. 
atcrgocrs took home with them In 1941. 


In fact the psychological heartbeats of 


"Angel Street" may even induce a few 
nightmares, a sure indication that the 
play has been most successfully staged. 


AND A MYSTERY drama is one of the 


most difficult plays to produce. The 
mood must envelope the audience from 
the start or all Is lost. For this particular 
production that stars Joseph Campanclla 
and Margaret Phillips, Shcpard Traube, 
who directed the original play on Broad- 
way, was asked to leave his home in 
New York City to come here and resur- 
rect his former hit. 


The challenge appealed to Traube who 


had never directed "Angel Street" ln-the- 
round before. Rather than rely heavily 
on props and gimmicks that are readily 
available with a proscenium stage, he 
placed greater emphasis on the closeness 
of the audience who ore better able to 
fantasize and relate to the characters on 
stage. It npponr/s to have been the right 
formula. 


A few lighting mistakes were made 


opening night, human errors rather than 
technical. Someone's timing was off a 
bit. 


"ANGEL STREET," a drama about an 


astute calculating criminal who attempts 
to slowly drive his wife crazy because he 
no longer has a use for her, is important 
because it is a piece that has been able 
to survive its age. 


But equally important is the cast of 


"Angel Street." Both Joseph Campanella 
and Margaret Phillips, the two billed 
stars of the show, are excellent in their 
respective roles. They do not waste time 
jumping into the performance. They are 
totally involved from the moment the 
lights dim on stage. 


But Bob Thompson also does a super 


job and is an added pleasure because his 
worth Is not expected. His role as Rough, 
the police inspector, is a major one and 
his performance intrinsic to the play's 
success. 


Joseph Campanella plays the man who 


is out to convince his wife that she is 
slowly going mad. He is clever and con- 
niving, two characteristics that Camp- 
anella plays to the hilt. His coldness is 
projected well out into the audience. 


MARGARET PHILLIPS Is now one of 


my favorite actresses after watching her 
performance as Mrs. Monnlngham in 
"Angel Street." She is a weak, powerless 
wife who has been stripped of all dignity 
and self-confidence. She has become 
afraid of her husband. 


Mrs. Manningham's complete entrap- 


ment is keenly felt by the audience who 
in a production of this sort quickly take 


sides and silently cheer for .the per- 
secuted. 
That's why Miss Phillip's final scene, 


when she lashes back at Manningham, 
has such Impact. It's what we've been 
waiting for all along. 


As I already mentioned, Bob Thomp- 


son, who has been the director of drama 
at Rosary College In River Forest for the 
past 26 years, is decidedly the highlight 
of the production. He adds the humor 
with his comic appearance, lines and ac- 
centuated actions. 


ALSO REBECCA BALDING who ap- 


peared in "Charley's Aunt," the prior 
production at Arlington Park Theatre, 
plays a very pert maid who has the op- 
portunity to speak her piece in the end. 
Fern Persons is Elizabeth, the other ser- 
vant of the house. 


Shepard Traube was impressed by the 


amount of local talent. There was no 
need, he said, to look elsewhere for ac- 
tors to play the supporting roles. He was 
right. And with Joseph Campanella and 
Margaret Phillips to head the cast list, 
"Angel Street" is Indeed in very good 
hands. 


Perhaps I particularly enjoyed "Angel 


Street" because it has all the rudiments 
of an old-fashioned thriller, a recogniz- 
able villain, a distraught young lady, 
clues that slowly are revealed and a 
Sherlock Holmes type of investigator 
who comes to the rescue.

Would this affect the 
problem that I always bleed to much (af- 
ter childbirth and operations)? 


Dear Reader — It is true that if you 


take a group of babies born to older 
women, as opposed to a group of babies 
born to younger women, that there will 
be a few more abnormaltles in the 
babies of older women. This does not 
mean, however, that because a person is 
born to on older woman he will neces- 
sarily be mentally defective or have any 
problems. Nature planned things so that 
women have an easier time with birth 
and greater likelihood of a normal birth 
In their earlier years. 


One theory that has been advanced for 


this Is that at birth a woman has all of 
the basic cells to form all of the ova 
(eggs) that she will release in her life- 
time. Thus, when she gets to be 40 years 
old, the egg that matures for pregnancy 
is considerably older than the egg that 
was ready for pregnancy when she was 
20 years old. This same problem doesn't 
occur hi men, since each one of the 
sperm cells is a newly formed cell and 
therefore is always young. 


A high percentage of women who give 


birth to large children do have diabetes. 
Most doctors test all women, who birth a 
large child, for diabetes. 


Being a diabetic would not affect the 


bleeding tendency. This is an entirely 
separate matter, related to blood-clotting 
mechanisms.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Is teukoplakia a 


term that is synonymous with cancer of 
the mouth or Is it only a condition that 
may lead to cancer? Is there any rela- 
tionship between Leukoplakla and leu- 
kemia? Also, is there any danger of 
transmitting leukoplakia through use of 
silverware and other eating utensils? 


Dear Reader — Leukoplakia means 


white plaque. It is somewhat like a 
scarred area composed of fibrous tissue. 
It usually occurs because of an Injury, 
for example, chronic irritation in a pipe 
smoker or because of changes in the skin 
associated with metabolic differences. 
You can have a leukoplakia on the mouth 
or lib and leukoplakias can also occur 
elsewhere, for example on post men- 
opausal women over the external genital 
area. 


They are not cancerous, but a reason- 


able number of these, particularly on the 
lip, that reflect chronic irritation" can 
subsequently develop cancer. A cancer is 
merely a change hi cell growth that is 
out of control and the cell growth mecha- 
nism literally runs wild. Leukoplakias 
are often considered as "pre-cancerous." 
For this reason some doctors like to re- 
move them. Leukoplakia of the Up of this 
sort has no relationship to leukemia and 
leukoplakias do not transmit any disease.

Then he win knock 
out the ace of spades and run off good 
tricks. 


This will only bring him to 11 but hi 


Utopia the defense will collapse and 
somehow or other he will make the 12th 
trick with a low heart or diamond. 


In this mundane sphere South had best 


settle for nine or 10 tricks. He should 
start by ducking the first heart but will 
have to win the second. 


He should note from the play of the 


hearts that West holds at least four cards 
In that suit. Therefore, South can afford 
to let West get in right away but he can't 
afford to let him get in later on. 


If West holds the king of clubs he can't 


score with It, but if he holds the ace of 
spades there is no way to take that trick 
away from him. 


Therefore at trick three South should 


play his king of spades. If West takes his 
ace his tooth will have been pulled. South 
will win the next heart; lose the club fi- 
nesse and make four no-trump.

Holidays: 
Prime Dates 
For Burglars 


While millions of Americans ore enjoy- 


ing the holiday weekend in the country 
or with families or friends away from 
home, their unattended homes and apart- 
ments will be prime targets for burglary. 


Last year more than 1,170,000 resi- 


dences were burglarized, many of them 
on holiday weekends when their occu- 
pants were "out of town." 


FBI statistics show the burglary rate 


during tho period 1961-1971 Increased 154 
per cent. 


In 1971 property owners suffered an 


economic loss of $739 million as the re- 
sult of burlgary, with an average dollar 
loss of $312 per crime. Those losses cov- 
ered by Insurance were paid to property 
owners under the provisions of their pol- 
icies. 


Nationally, the FBI says that persons 


under 18 accounted for 51 per cent of all 
arrests for burglary In 1971 and persons 
under 25 accounted for 83 per cent of the 
total. 


Often routine practices assist the bur- 


glar. A sutdy by the National Council on 
Crime and Delinquency shows an esti- 
mated 20 per cent of all breaking and 
entering coses occur because people sim- 
ply leave doors unlocked. 


—Leave a light or two burning when 


leaving at nighl or on vacation. The pur- 
chase of an electric timer can be an ex- 
cellent investment. 


—Notify a neighbor or your apartment 


manager when leaving for an extended 
period of time. 


—Place a broom handle or similar 


typo of rod at the base of all sliding glass 
doors or windows to prevent them from 
being forced open. 


—Keep an Inventory of all your posses- 


sions. Also, keep on file the serial num- 
bers of all major appliances, television 
sets, guns, etc.

"People In the 1930s were 30 years 


ahead of their legislators," said Dr. 
George Gallup, 70, founder and chairman 
of the American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion. "During the Depression people had 
to face up to poverty and they began 
worrying about social problems — what 
to do with the unemployed, the old and 
the sick. 


"Yes, people were definitely liberal 


then. Why else do you think the Demo- 
crats stayed in office such a long time? 
in the '50s and '60s Americans grew af- 
fluent and automatically became more 
conservative than their parents had 
been." 


Gallup pollsters have submitted 20,000 


topical questions to 2 million Americans 
In the post 37 years. Perusal of early 


polls shows that the issues most domi- 
nant in the public mind were unemploy- 
raent and staying out of the war brewing 
in Europe. 


Prohibition was a thing of the recent 


past and 67 per cent of Americans said 
they would vote against it If the question 
should ever again appear on the ballot 
Views on divorce were less liberal with 
77 per cent saying they wanted to see no 
change in their state laws, most of which 
required proof of adultery. Eighty-three 
per cent opposed giving 18-20 year olds 
the vote. 


LESS PRUDISH than the "Hair" gen- 


eration might suspect, 76 per cent said 
they saw nothing wrong in Life Maga- 
zine's then sensational photographs of 
the birth of a baby that violated the law 
against publication of obscene and In- 
decent magerial. Nevertheless, the issue 
was banned from many newsstands and 
libraries at the time. 


Although 76 per cent were in favor of 


labor unions, craft unions were preferred 
and only 36 per cent approved of John L. 
Lewis' efforts to organize on an industry- 
wide basis under the umbrella of the 
Congress of Industrial Organizations. A 
proposed Constitutional amendment giv- 
ing Congress power to limit, regulate or 
prohibit child labor found favor with 61 
per cent, but was opposed by 54 per cent 
of farmers. 


The Depression years had popularized 


welfare measures: 89 per cent supported 


old age pensions, 69 per cent were for 
relief, 81 per cent for federal aid toward 
medical care for mothers after child- 
birth, and 74 per cent for extension of 
Social Security to all types of jobs. 


"I think the interesting thing is that 


the polls show Americans always favored 
relief for the poor — but work relief, not 
dole," Gallup observed. 


Conservative views still dominated in 


regard to the role of women. Seventy- 
eight per cent believed wives should not 
take jobs if their husbands could sup- 
port them. Some 66 per cent said they 
would not vote for a woman for presi- 
dent, even if she qualified, but 69 per 
cent said they approved having women 
serve on Juries. State laws barring wom- 
en have since been repealed. 


LOTTERIES TO augument the revenue 


of state governments were favored by 49 
per cent, but only 43 per cent favored 
games of chance In churches. Fifty-one 
per-cent favored having national holi- 
days fall on Mondays to make longer 
weekends. Swing music was popular with 
56 per cent. 


A weekly income of $30 was considered 


the smallest amount a family of four 
must have to live decently and for $8 
more they could live in "health and com- 
fort." A pension of $40 a month was con- 
sidered adequate for old-age pensioners. 
An annual income tax of $30 was favored 
for a married man earning $3,000 a year.

A public hearing will be held today to 


discuss the establishment of a State Air- 
port Authority that would take away Chi- 
cago's control of O'Haro Airport. 


The proposal, which would affect all 


existing and future airports in Illinois, 
would provide a greater voice to resi- 
dents living near airports, according to 
State Rep. Robert Juckctt, R-Park 
Ridge. 


"This (the proposal) would provide for 


the takeover of O'Ahrc Airport," said 
Juckctt, a member of the special legisla- 
tive subcommittee which is conducting 
hearings on airports and air and noise 
pollution. 


"It would give representation to neigh- 


bors of airports, especially O'Hare, 
which Chicago has failed to do. It would 
also Inform the public as to airport pol- 


icies."

Mohr, R-Forest Park, chairman of the 
subcommittee, the hearings will include 
local, state and federal officials, and 
from them "it is hoped we will be able to 
finalize our legislative package con- 
cerning airports so bills will be ready {or 
introduction in the Illinois General As- 
sembly in January."

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Chavez Mixes Religion, Politics 
The Man Behind 
'Lettuce Boycott9 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


PALO ALTO. Calif. - He doesn't look' 


\cry Inspiring. He Is soft-spoken, rather 
slight, almost Inconspicuous, and the mi- 
crophone, the platform and the croud 
seem to engulf him. 


The croud came to be entranced. For 


this is Cesar Chavez, whose name con* 
Jurcs up the mystical and the elevating 
for the socially concerned. 
' 


Because of Cesar Chavez, people from 


New York and Kansas City and Seattle 
swallowed with guilt every time they nib- 
hied a sweet table grape — for five 
years. 


Because of Cesar Chavez, they and 


people from Boston to Phoenix to San 
Francisco arc presently careful whose 
lettuce they cat. 


FOR CESAR CHAVEZ Is the head of 


the United Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee (UFWOC), whose weapon to 
improve conditions has been the nation- 
wide boycott. But to the downtrodden, 
(he poor, the ethnic minorities who arc 
virtual vagrants as migrant farm work- 
ers, he la more than that. He Is a symbol 
of pride, of hope for social dignity. 


And BO as he stands there, this self- 


educated former street corner tough, in 
the beautiful church with the alfresco 
mural In the middle of Stanford Univer- 
sity, facing the collage of beautiful, 
young Intelligent, white faces of aca- 
dcmla, and he says, "Our greatest ac- 
complishment Is not contracts or bene- 
fits, but that workers for the" first time 
arc being treated not as Implements but 
a» human beings." 


He has been Introduced by n sonorous 


professor as "one of the leading religious 
lenders of our time, with a worldwide 
reputation as a lending practitioner of 
nonviolence, a refutation of the slogan 
that religion and notifies don't mix." 


This symbiotic (Duality arouses an emo- 


tional fervor. "You arc going to hear Ce- 
sar?" asks a young, bearded one as he 
rushes to the middle of the university 
campus. It is always, simply, Cesar. 


THE EMOTIONS are carefully nur- 


tured. 


"When Cesar comes in," announces 


nnc of his young aides, "you have to 
learn how to clap." You clap In rhythm 
to the two syllables of his name — "Sc- 
s.ir . . . Cc-sar" — like a throng at a 
football game. 


At 8:30 p m., 39 minutes late, an ex- 


alted declaration: "Cesar Is here!" The 
claps begin, reach a crescendo. 


And out walks this little swarthy man 


in a dark-green sweater with a mock tur- 
tlcncck which virtually hides his shirt, 
and thick, long black straight hair whTch 
sweeps back over his neck. 


IMS PURPOSE In this appearance was 


to rally voter support against Proposition 
22 on California's Nov. 7 ballot, n mea- 
sure Initiated by farm produce growers 
to prohibit certain kinds of strikes and 
boycotts by agricultural workers. 


The proposition, which Chavez charged 


would hit at the core of his movement 
because "It would take away the biggest 
weapon wo got," was defeated. 


The states of Kansas, Idaho and Ari- 


zona already have a similar law on the 
books. Chavez claims his followers have 
collected 110,000 signatures, enough to 
force a recall election of the Arizona gov- 
ernor. Last spring Chavez endured his 
second public fast to call attention to his 
cause. 


"We fasted In Arizona," he says, "not 


out of fear and not for publicity, but to 
get to the hearts of men who proposed 
this legislation." 


CHAVEZ BECAME A national figure 


with his first public fast In 1968 at the 
time of the "Great Boycott" — when he 
was attempting to get the grape growers 
of California to recognize his union. 
There Is a religiosity about his appeal 
much like that of Mohandas Gandhi, the 
spiritual and political Indian leader who 
tinted to dramatize his doctrine of non- 
violence 


"Brothers and sisters," pleads Chavez, 


"the problem with employers and grow- 
ers Is not money. It's a mentality — they 
won't deal with this union. They can't 
bring themselves to deal with a union led 
by minority people. They feel If they do 
recognize a union, they're losing their 
manhood." 


It has been exactly 10 years since the 


obscure Cesar Chavez, once a migrant 
farm worker himself, organized the Na- 
tional Farm Workers Association (which 
two years later blended Into the current 


UFWOC). There ore now 3.5 million 
form workers in the United States. Only 
57,000, predominantly Chicano as Cesar 
is, arc in his organization. 


BUT THROUGH his fierce personal 


dedication, Cesar Estrada Chavez has 
become the single most Important in- 
fluence for bettering the conditions of the 
man or woman who works in the fields. 
The boycott Is his weapon. The grape 
boycott started Dec. 17, 1965 and ended 
successfully July 29,1970, with union rec- 
ognition and minimum wages. 
. 


"Encourage eating grapes," says Ce- 


sar now. "It means more work for our 
people." 


The cause now is the boycott of lettuce, 


still enduring. In the privacy of a chapel 
room, he explains the strategy: 


"We've come to realize there Is not 


time limit on boycotts. That's probably 
our greatest advantage. We don't have to 
hove it done by tomorrow or the next 
day. 


"It produces many effects we've come 


to understand and evaluate. For in- 
stance, the boycott as its first act is nev- 
er one of curtailing sales or stopping pro- 
duction. First it affects the price even 
before it affects the volume. It places the 
buyer and the employer at a more com- 
petitive angle because the buyer begins 
to sec the boycott as a valuable weapon 
for him. 


"We've had about 20 boycotts. The 


grapes is the big one. The lettuce boycott 
Is at the stage where the grape boycott 
was after about 3H years. We'll get 
there. It just takes time." 


TIME DOES CONCERN him on a per- 


sonal level. He has not spent one full 
week at home since last May. Once head- 
quartered In the small city of Delano In 
the San Jooquln Volley, where his move- 
ment sprung up and where its progress 
is manifested by a farm workers' clinic, 
Chavez has retreated with his family into 
the Tchachnpl Mountains to the south. 
He has eight children, the youngest of 
them 13. 


"When I spend an hour with them," he 


says,"lt' s total. I forget about the rest of 
the world. We've been blessed. We had 
eight and no problems. They've been 
very good. One Is at UCLA (Cesar never 
reached the eighth grade.) The other 
three didn't want to go to school. Of the 
four girls, three are married. One works 
In the fields. She's very happy. The other 
three work in the movement." 


So do his two brothers. Cesar is 45. His 


health, onco frail because of a congenital 
back problem, Is now good. Dr. Janet 
Travel!, the physician of the Kennedys, 
treated him. Cesar long ago became the 
darling of the so-called radical chic. 
("Chick," Cesar calls them.) Gloria Stei- 
ncm and Leonard Bernstein and Ethel 
Kennedy still keep in touch. 


BUT CESAR, in lifestyle an ascetic, is 


not always comfortable in crowds. Ho 
doesn't radiate personal dynamism. Sin- 
cerity is his bag, even when it comes to 
the publicized fasts. 


"I've been fasting since I was 7 years 


old," he says, "so it wasn't a stranger to 
me. I've had two public fasts and five 
lesser ones. My mother fasted and still 
fasts. 


"It's a personal witness and defies ex- 


plaining because unless you experience 
it, the reasons and motivations are diffi- 
cult to understand. The greatest benefit 
is that It gives me the strength and cour- 
age to continue the struggle, mentally 
and physically and spiritually. The fast 
becomes a very Important clement." 


IN HIS "STRUGGLE," Cesar has be- 


come a force for all the minority groups, 
rural and urban, because they see what 
this Mexican-American, who even went 
to jail In December, 1970 (and was freed 
Christmas for his cause, has accom- 
plished for one little segment of the 
people. 


"In struggling for the farm worker," 


ho says, "it spills over into other things, 
like the urban problems the Chicanes 
have. We don't do as much as we'd like 
to. Most of the people in the urban areas 
are only one generation removed from 
the farm workers, so there's a closeness 
there. But wo don't have the time be- 
cause we're under attack all the time." 


So Cesar Chavez does what is not real- 


ly In his nature and goes out once more 
to face another group, in another alien 
setting, because he Is convinced that 
what he Is doing must be done.

YOU WOULDN'T expect an argument 


by stating that the 1972 Elk Grove High 
School football team was one of (he bet- 
ter ever assembled In the Northwest sub- 
urbs — especially from the home town 
fans themselves. 


But If you are one of those who Insist 


that Elk Grove's Queen of the Rosary 
eighth grade Raiders were the best ever, 
you may be right. 


Sure the Grenadiers completed a rare 


unbeaten 0-0 season to run their string to 
IS straight over two years. Sure the Elk 
Grove varsity contingent went down as 
the best rushing team in Mid-Suburban 
League history. 


But the Raiders also sported an nn- 


blemished campaign (7-0) In 1968 and 
own an even rarer distinction of posting 
that record without being scored upon! 


Take your pick, but don't be fooled Into 


taking too strong a stand for cither. 


For the most part, the 1968 Queen of 


the Rosary Raiders and the 1972 Elk 
Grove Vanity Grenadiers are one In the 
same. Nine players were Indispensable 
contributors for both teams, so It was not 
surprising what a close association the 
group had with winning. 


Jeff Stewart, Tony Tringall, Bob 


Strclch, Dick Radzls, Mike Sronkoski, 
John Langc, Steve Uhlartk, Larry Los- 
plan and Jerry Miller all shared in the 
double-dose of never having to leave the 
field with his head down. 


In fact Stewart. Tringall and Stretch 


have suffered but two IHIM since eighth 
grade — one as tophomoret against Ad* 
dlnon Trail and the other In a varsity 
clash with Hersey — the last team to 
administer defeat to head coach Don 
Schnake's Grenadier*. 


Queen of the Rosary, one of several 


tributaries that empties Into the high 
school, can boost the wlnnlngcst football 
record in the 12-tcnm Suburban Paro- 
chial League. 


Under the coaching staff of John Tracy 


and Jim Romano (both 10-year Raider 
veterans); Chuck Zettck, now mayor of 
Elk Grove Village; Bob Hennclly, once a 
candidate for the Detroit Lions; and Ron 
Chernlck, an Insurance salesman; Queen 
of the Rosary has compiled a dazzling 34- 
8-1 mark over six years. 


But 1068 is the season Tracy will never 


forget 


"It was the finest grade school team 


you'll ever see," Tracy assured. "They 
were always hard workers. They'd do 
anything you'd ask and then some. 


"I remenber scooting a game and 


brlDgu| back the flint. We'd sit down 
and show Hum to the kids and they just 
picked Item apart before we could say 
anything. That's tbe kind of kids they 
were." 


Of course as eighth graders most of 


the players were still in their prime de- 
velopment years. Grammar school rules 
called for the ends and backfield runners 
to weigh 140 pounds or under — wearing 
full football equipment. 


"There were no restrictions on line- 


men," Tracy informed, "but Stewart 
seemed to be our big problem. He was 
always right around 140 and it scared us 
to death that one game he might be over 
the limit." 


Ironically, whereas Stewart and Tri- 


ngall left lasting Impressions as back- 
field stars for Elk Grove, the two were 
fleet-footed Raider ends and often the 
target of quarterback Tom Chapman's 
(now conversely a glue-fingered receiver 
for highly regarded St. Viator) aerials. 


Even bark In 1968, Tracy did not hesi- 


tate when he said he'd match Tringall 
against anybody in the league in a tough- 
ness challenge. 


"One of our favorite plays that year 


was receiving the kickoff from the other 
team and immediately sending five or 
six players into the game," Tracy said. 


"Little Tony (only 130 pounds back 


then) used to pretend to be coming off 
the field, but actually he was our llth 
man although he'd be standing right 
along the sideline In bounds. 


"Chapman would throw him the bomb 


on the first play, but while Tony was al- 
ways wide open, he never seemed to 
catch the ball," Tracy laughed. 


"But you get htm in a crowd with two 


or three guys hanging on his back and 
he'd come up with the reception for you. 
I could never figure that out." 


Not surprising was Tracy's evaluation 


that his Raiders were the quickest team 
he's ever coached. "When Radzls 
snapped the ball for us, the line would 
just shoot off that line, bowling over ev- 
erybody. 


"And these kids were proud and con- 


fident without being cocky. I remember 
a kid catching a pass and getting away 
from Stewart In the secondary down to 
our five yard line before Jeff finally 
tracked him down. 


"I don't know who it was, but some- 


body came over to the bench* after that 
play and said, 'Don't worry, coach, they 
won't score.' We took over on our seven- 
yard line four dawns later!" 


Is it strange to find this kind of atti- 


tude from 12 and 13-year olds? 


"One of our drills was placing the ball 


down on the three yard line," Tracy ex- 
plained. "We did this every Thursday 
and I'd get In there and play quarter- 
back. I wouldn't pass, but Just kept tend- 
ing the backs Into that hungry defensive

The 45 best athletes in the league. 
You can't always be sure you have all 


of the best players on every all-confer- 
ence team, but It's very probable that 
they're all to be found on the 1972 Mid- 
Suburban League all-stars — headed by 
Elk Grove quarterback Jeff Stewart, a 
unanimous choice of coaches as player of 
the year. 


The MSL's 12 head coaches did all the 


voting Monday, and their approach was 
unique. Instead of the usual procedure of 
picking players by positions, with a 
quota at each spot, the mentors simply 
wanted the best 45 players they could 
find. There were no limits to the number 
that could be picked from any school or 
position. 


Predictably, undefeated league cham- 


pion Elk Grove topped all schools with a 
total of nine selections, all seniors. For- 
est View (6-1-1 overall) was next with six 
representatives, 
while North Division 


teams Hersey, Fremd and Palatine land- 
ed five each. Every school was repre- 
sented with at least one player. 


There are five repeaters on this year's 


squad who also were honored in 1971 — 
John Forssander and Rich Novak of For- 
est View, Marty Friel and Kevin Pan- 
cratz of Hersey and Andy Knotek of Pal- 
atine. 


The star-studded list Is heavily domi- 


nated by seniors with only three juniors 
being named — John Kronforst and 
Craig Brinkman of Forest View and 
Mark Zakula of Hersey. 


Not surprisingly, Don Schnake of Elk 


Grove was named coach of the year for 
the second straight season with his two 
consecutive titles. He has guided his 
teams to 15 victories in a row Including a 
94 mark this year. 


Every coach voted for Stewart as the 


league's top star, and that was no won- 
der either. One of the biggest quarter- 
backs in league history at 6-3 and 180 
pounds, It was not realized by many that 
be shone just as much as a defensive 
back as he did in guiding an offense that 
set new league records In rushing yard- 
age, total offense and total points.

In his junior campaign. 


Leaders in other major departments 


were Kronforst in scoring (11 touch- 
downs and 68 points) and Wheeling's 
Doug Groot in pass receiving (29 catches 
for 271 yards).

TrECOXSlN OUTUOOBS 


IN A RECENT column here, we noted 


how few friends a skybuster makes in a 
duck blind . . . only to be reminded that 
the tame problem exists In the upland 
game field. 


Tho exception in the latter case is that 


when you shoot too soon at a pheasant or 
quail, you are merely making It tough on 
yourself and your immediate companions 
(not to mention frustrating your retriev- 
er dog). In a duck blind you'can foul up 
the hunting for every blind within a half 
• mile. 


But even worse tl» damage you do to 


your relationship with other hunters, Is 
the damage often done by a ikybuster to 
• bird. 


Skybustlng is usually spoken of In rela- 


tionship to watorfiwl hunting, but what It 
really refers to la taking a shot at game 
that is out of range. You not only can't 
kill the game, but your errant shot can 
put just enough shot into the bird to 
cripple and, eventually, kill him ... but 
you won't be around to retrieve him, be-' 
cause he'll die after flying far enough 
that you can't find him. 


It's easy to learn to avoid skybusting if 


you'll merely Uke the time to learn the 
effective killing range of your shotgun 
load and learn to accurately estimate 
that distance in the field. 


For example, a full-choked 12 gauge 


shotgun, shooting magnum shells, which 
Is a typical waterfowl combination, as an 
effective range of about SO yards'... In 
the hands of an expert! We ordinary 
mortals should consider a 12 gauge mag- 
num good to about 40 yards maximum! 


Try a little practice. Take a goose or 


duck decoy out of a public hunting or 
shooting ground, pace off 40 long steps 
and sec what the decoy looks like at that 
distance over the barrel of your water- 
fowl gun. Try to memorize the relative 
sizes of the decoy and the barrel at that 
range. Sec if you can Imprint a "pic- 
ture" In your mind's eye that you can 
recall later In the field or the duck blind. 


Patterning a shotgun's long range per- 


formance Is as Important as learning to 
estimate ranges. To pattern-test a full- 
choke barrel, find a safe place to do 
some shooting and then fire a hunting 
load at a sheet of newsprint at the 40 
yard distance. You may learn something 
about your gun. 


At 40 yards, 70 per cent of the shot 


should be within a 30-Inch circle drawn 
around the center of the pattern of shot 
holes. Thirty inches! One glance at this 
pattern tells you why nobody ever scores 
when he (ires one Into the middle of a 
flock, figuring all that shot has got to 
bag something. Generally it bags noth- 
ing, because within gun range, ducks and 
geese are more than 30 inches apart. 


The effectiveness of your pattern 


should be checked. Draw several five- 
Inch squares at random over the central 
area of the pattern. There should be an 
average of at least four shot holes per 
square for good performance on ducks 
and geese. A Hi ounce 12 gauge mag- 
num load of number four shot, tor ex- 
ample, should put about 150 shots In the 
30-Inch circle, and average about five 
hits lor every 23 square Inches. 


After you've checked your pattern and 


found H reasonably effective, then back 
away and shoot a couple of patterns at 


40, SO and 60 yards, each time at a new . 
target sheet. The maximum distance 
that you con get four or five hits In the 
five-Inch square Is the maximum dis- 
tance you should shoot at ducks or geese. 


Another interesting way to analyze a 


pattern sheet is to trace the outline of a 
duck or goose decoy on them and see 
how many hits are inside the drawing. 
You should have six hits on a duck and 
15 to 20 hits on a goose with number four 
shot

Disease-Linked 
Blacks Denied 
Jobs: Physician 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A physician 


who directs a government-financed re- 
scorch program Is probing charges that 
Jobs or insurance are being denied to 
persons who carry the trait of sickle cell 
anemia, a deadly blood disease thnt affl- 
icts primarily blacks. 


Dr. Rudolph E. Jackson, coordinator of 


the National Sickle Cell Disease pro- 
gram, said In an interview he was in- 
vestigating allegations that one airline 
had dismissed stewardesses or denied 
jobs to persons with the sickle cell trait. 


"We have also gotten information that 


Insurance companies have been changing 
or raising their premiums or dropping 
Insurance on persons with the trait as 
well as anemia," he said. 


JACKSON SAID the National Sickle 


Cell Anemia Control Act of 1972 provides 
for strict confidentiality of the results of 
testing for tho disease. But he said tho 
information could be leaked from the 
state and local screening programs. 


A black member of the Fairfax County 


School Board of Virginia near Washing- 
ton, D.C., recently protested the testing 
of children In that school system, warn- 
ing that the test information may be mis- 
used. 


Sickle cell anemia Is a painful, inher- 


ited disease that directly afflicts perhaps 
50,000 American blacks, although more 
than 2 million are genetic carriers of the 
trait that causes It If two carriers mar- 
ry there is a one-ln-four chance that their 
children will inherit the trait and get the 
disease. 


Jackson said he was concerned "that 


the possibility may exist" that blacks are 
being denied jobs and Insurance because 
they carry the trait. He said no allega- 
tions had been proved but that some 
blacks and organizations representing 
black people have been making the 
charges.

Winterizing boomerangs 


Before boomerangs ore put away for 


the winter, they should be dusted lightly 
with powdered uranium and wrapped in 
one or two layers of Chantilly lace. Oth- 
erwise, winter storage will cause them to 
lose their rcturnablllty. 


Garnishing Moxort busts 


Busts of Mozart should be moved out 


of doors during the winter to preserve 
their wcathcrbeaten look. Place them In 
a sheltered corner of terrace, patio, rock 
garden or sylvan dell where there is 50 
per cent sunlight or less. Garnish occa- 
sionally with sprigs of heather. 


Moisturized mothballs 


In homes that lack proper humtdlflca- 
tlon, excessive dryness may cause moth- 
balls to flake and peel, possibly to the 
extent of creating structural damage. 


This can be prevented by splitting each 


mothball In half, hollowing out part of 
the center and placing a damp sponge in 
tho hole. Then glue back together. 


For best results, moisten the sponge 


with five or six drops of corner valve 
lubricant. 


Utilizing bear traps 


During the winter, when bears are hi- 


bernating, their traps can be put to 
many good uses around the home. 


Cracking chestnuts is one good use for 


bear traps. Or they may be used to hold 
flower arrangements. Or they may be 
used to keep vacuum cleaner cords from 
curling up in rainy weather. 


Saving autumn leaves 


Rather than burning or dlscardiig 


leaves, store them in the car trunk and 
they can be used again next autumn.

facilities for a rapidly growing leisure- 
time society. 


—Pittsburgh trucks its dally refuse col- 


lection of almost 1,000 tons a day 20 
miles out of town and dumps it into used 
strip mines. Shrubbery is planted in the 
settled landfill, and it is then stocked 
with game and opened to the public for 
hunting. Also, man-made lakes provide 
fishing facilities. 


—Los Angeles has been using its refuse 


to create recreational facilities since al- 
most the turn of the century. 


—Virginia Beach, located just several 


miles from Norfolk, Va., is converting its 
refuse into a recreational park. Because 
the garbage for the park was piled as 
high as 60 feet at one time, the complex 
is presently referred to as Mount Trash- 
more. 


—In Europe, West Berllners made an 


artificial hill out of wartime bombing 
ruins, dubbed it Mount Junk and now use 
it as a ski jump and park. 


—And one of the most ambitious gar- 


bage sports parks Is currently being built 
in Brookhaven, Long Island, in New 
York. 


BROOKHAVEN IS the largest town in 


area in New York State. Its 387 square 
miles are located 60 miles east of Man- 
hattan and extend another 20 miles east- 
ward, bridging the Long Island Sound 
and the Atlantic Ocean. 
' 


The Brookhaven garbage sports park 


is expected to solve the area's solid 
waste problem by the use of sanitary 
landfill for at least the next 20 years. 


The sports complex is being built on a 


74-acre site which uses 1,000 tons of gar- 
bage per day. The garbage is trans- 
ported to the landfill site and compacted 
into five-foot sections strong enough to 
become durable building blocks. 


If present plans are followed the gar- 


bage will eventually become a huge 
sports city consisting of 16 tennis courts, 
15 handball courts, 
five basketball 


courts, two football fields, six baseball 
diamonds, several swimming pools and 
perhaps — a 7,000-seat stadium. 


THE SPORTS PROJECT — legally 


called the "Comprehensive Solid Waste 
Management Program for the Town of 
Brookhaven" — is being built by the 
New York State Environmental Facilities 
Cor. Planning and design of the faculties 
was done by the consulting engineering 
firm of Pope, Evans and Robblns In- 
corporated. Architect is Norval C. White. 


According to Michael Pope, president 


of Pope, Evans and Bobbins, plans are 
for the sports park to be opened In stages 
during 1973 and 1974. At the same time 
landfill work will be in progress for even 
larger sports facilities to be built with 


garbage in other sections of Brookhaven. 


One of the other landfill sites win be 


made into a pyramid of garbage 240 feet 
high and used as a ski slope. This skiing 
facility will cover 200 acres and will be 
the highest point on Long Islam). Plans 
are for this facility to be in use by 1978. 
A unique feature of the ski pyramid will 
be that one s'de will be terraced for ten- 
nis and handball courts. 


"Every time a Brookhaven house- 


holder puts out a garbage can he is pro- 
viding some of the land for his baseball 
field or, basketball courts and setting 
aside two cents to pave the tennis 
courts," Pope said.

be used to create the sports facilities.

Trustee Denis Ledgerwood confirmed 


his Intention to seek nomination as a can- 
didate for a four-year Schaumburg vil- 
lage board term this week.

Board's Vote 
Opposes State 
School Funds 


State financing of education was re- 


jected by the Hoffman Estates Village 
Board Monday when it voted to oppose a 
resolution by the executive committee of 
the Cook County Council of Govern- 
ments. 


The COG resolution termed public edu- 


cation a state responsibility, but noted 
local governments raise most revenue' 
from real property- taxes. Education 
quality has a "high spillover benefit" 
from one community to another, said tho 
resolution, also noting a "wide disparitv 
in the quality of public schools" across 
the state. 


The resolution called on the state to set 


a basic long range goal of assuming fi; 
cal responsibility for financing local pub- 
lic schools. This is to help attain equnlit- 
of education and to "remove the massivn 
and growing pressure of the school tax 
on owners of local property," it stated. 


The resolution also provides for local 


districts to supplement state allotments 
for initiative and enrichment in educa- 
tion, •• providing the local contribution 
would not be so large as to create further 
disparities in educational quality. 


A FINAL POINT in the resolution call.' 


for greater financial support of education 
from the federal government. The resolu- 
tion is to be forwarded to the governor's 
task force on education and to other 
agencies as appropriate, if it is approved 
by a majority of COG members. 


The Hoffman Estates board met with 


applause from its audience Monday when 
it voted against the resolution. Trustees 
directed Mayor Frederick Downey to 
compose a letter stating their objections. 


Trustee Virginia Hayter noted the 


school districts in the village benefit 
from the state equalization factor, be- 
cause of their growth rate. 


"If you're talking about disparity in 


the quality of education, you have to talk 
about how well one manages money and 
about creativity," Mrs. Hayter noted. 


In Dist. 54, the elementary; district 


serving the village, only 30 per-cent of 
education costs are paid by local taxes, 
noted Mrs. Hayter. "I think'the state has 
assumed its responsibility," she said. 


TRUSTEE ED HENNESSY termed the 


measure ."ill-conceived," and said it 
could lead to dissolution of school bound- 
aries. Local districts already supplement 
state allocations, he added. 


"What really is horrifying — look at 


where they'll get the money — sales and 
income tax," said Mrs. Hayter, adding 
"we were sold that bill of goods once." 
The resolution suggests those taxes as a 
means of producing the state revenue 
necessary to pay education costs. 


Mayor Frederick Downey noted sev- 


eral states held referenda on elimination 
of property taxes in last week's elec- 
tions, and hi each state it was voted 
down.

The Hoffman Estates Village Board 


met in a closed "personal meeting" Mon- 
day in violation of the Illinois Open Meet- 
ing Law. 


Hie session was called by Mayor Fred- 


erick Downey, who said afterwards it 
was not an executive session but just a 
"personal meeting" to discuss his Satur- 
day announcement he would seek reelec- 
tion as an independent in April. 


Downey asked a representative of the 


press to leave the meeting before it 
started. The open meeting law specifies 
the press and public can be barred from 
meetings of the village board only if they 
are for discussions of pending lawsuits, 
negotiations with employes, land acquisi- 
tion or the hiring or firing of an employe 
or officer. All village trustees attended 
the meeting, although Trustee William 
Cowin arrived late. 


However, Village Atty. Edward Hofert 


indicated he did not consider the session 
a violation of the law. He noted, how- 
ever, he was not at the meeting himself 
and had no direct knowledge of what had 
been discussed. 


"THE MERE fact a person is a gov- 


ernment official does not prohibit him 
from engaging in a private meeting with 
a private person or persons unless it is 
any question relating to village govern- 
ment. I think there are areas where mat- 
ters are of private concern which do not 
concern the government and its 
agencies," said Hofert.

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Community Meeting Tonight 
Village Being Canvassed 
On Referendum Reaction

Wheeling neighborhoods aro being can- 


vassed today to get community reaction 
to park Improvements proposed in a 
$700,000 referendum. Results of the can- 
vnss will be included in discussion of the 
referendum at a community meeting 
tonight. 


The meeting, designed to bring com- 


munity Input Into the park improvement 
plans, is scheduled for 7 p.m. at the 
Chamber of Commerce Park community 
building. The park district has invited 
representatives of about 30 community 
organizations to attend. It is hoped that 
response at the meeting and community 
feeling gathered by the area coordinators 
will result in suggestions for improving 
tentative referendum plans. 


At the meeting, proposed plans for the 


parks will bo presented by representa- 
tives of McFadzcan and Bverly, Ltd., the 
firm hired by the park district for refer- 
endum guidance and master planning. 


THE PRESENTATION will include 


proposed site drawings as well as an 
analysis of projected cost, current prob- 
lems and anticipated benefits for each 
park and school-park site. The plans will 
be based on research done by 
McFadzcan and Evcrly In conjunction 
with the park district board. 


The park board ha* drawn up the ten- 


tative referendum plans to provide the 
community with a basic framework for 
what Is possible for the park district to 


do. Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the 
plans will be modified after the meeting 
according to suggestions made by those 
attending. 


The tentative plans now emphasize de- 


velopment of the neighborhood concept 
of park planning. With the acquisition of 
land for a new park site, the pork dis- 
trict will offer recreation areas within 
walking distance of all village residents. 


BASIC PARK improvements include 


extensive grading, seeding and land- 
scaping to improve the usability of land 
presently owned by the park district. 
Several new tot lots are also planned. 
Special projects are planned for Husky, 
Heritage and Chamber of Commerce 
parks. These Improvements are: 


— Husky Park: two tennis courts, tot 


lot, landscaping in conjunction with the 
village. 


— Chamber of Commerce Park: to be 


geared toward the senior citizen, with 
h o r s e s h o e pit, shufflcboard, asphalt 
walks, benches, safety lighting and land- 
scaping. Also resurfacing of parking lot, 
and new playground apparatus. 


— Heritage Park: four lighted tennis 


courts, handball court, walks, roadway, 
pavilllon, new maintenance garage; lock- 
er rooms for gym, conversion of present 
garage into meeting room, and- grading 
and landscaping. Outside sources arc 
being investigated for work on the Heri- 
tage Park West retention basin.

20 south of Kensington Road all ob- 
jected In some way to boundary plans 
proposed to accommodate the new Buf- 
falo Grove High School. 


The high school board, after hearing

The meeting will be held in the 
administration building, 709 W. Kensing- 
ton Rd., Mount Prospect. 


AN OVERFLOW crowd of more than 


70 persons gathered In the board's meet- 
ing room for the discussion. The board 
was considering a boundary plan that 
would give four areas options of whether 
to be reassigned or to remain in the 
schools to which they arc now assigned. 


Under the proposal, the Buffalo Grove 


High School boundaries would include 
the Cooper and Rand junior high attend- 
ance areas, with the Cambridge subdivi- 
sion In Buffalo Grove having the option 


to attend the new school or remain at 
Wheeling High School. 


In addition, the Ivy Hill subdivision in 


Arlington Heights, which would be as- 
signed to Buffalo Grove, would have the 
option to remain at Hersey High School. 


Two other boundary changes affecting 


the Hersey High School area also are 
part of the proposal. The area In Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights-north of 
Palatine Road in Dist. 21 would be given 
the option to remain at Hersey or move 
to Wheeling High School and the'area 
south of Kensington Road in Dist. 26 
would be given the option to remain at 
Hersey or move to Prospect High School.

endum coming first. 


"This is by no way a firm commitment 


as to what will be done," Phillips said of 
the proposed improvements. He said the 
actual improvements resulting from the 
referendum would depend on the park 
'district's bonding power as well as actual 
cost at the time of development. 


He added, however, that the park dis- 


trict would follow the guidelines set forth 
by the community as closely as possible.

would be built on the site it would prob- 
ably be flooded every time it rained. 


THE DISCUSSION of the Levitt dona- 


tion came shortly after the board publi- 
cly praised the Buffalo Grove Village 
Board for adopting a resolution of land 
donations. "They showed that they are 
behind the school districts and interested 
in working with us," said one board 
member. 


The Dlst. 96, board also approved the 


application for $1,674 In Title II funds for 
the purchase of library software. The 
software Includes movies, film strips, 
tape cassettes and other audio visual 
needs. 


Permission was also given to Hitzeman 


to make application for $85,000 from a 
special Title III program. 


The funds are given to school districts 


that have new, innovative programs if 
they meet certain qualifications. Dist. 98 
officials feel that their new Individually 
Guided Education (IGE) program will 
meet the requirements. 


The district will apply for the Title III 


program and will then have to make ap- 
plication for the funds. The whole pro-

Dealer Refuses To Honor 
on Dean's Li 


His Bid On Autos: Manager 


Chalet Ford, low bidder for three 1973 


cars for the Wheeling village fleet, has 
refused to deliver at the bid of $9,963, 
forcing tho village to accept the next 
lowest bidder. 


According to Village Mgr. George Pas- 


soil, Chalet Is refusing to honor Its bid 
price because of a $239 error in bid col- 
c u I a 11 o n s. Possolt said this error 
amounts to slightly more than $70 a car. 


"This Is a little difficult for mo to un- 


derstand, since the other Ford dealer 
who bid was only $205 higher than Chalet 
Ford, and I doubt that they also would 
have bid at less than cost," Passolt said 
in his report to the board. 


Passolt said he told the sales represen- 


tative from Chalet that the bid was legal- 
ly binding and their refusal to honor the 
bid would result in bad publicity. 


ACCORDING TO Passolt, Chalet then 


offered to absorb $139 of the error if the 
-village would pay $100 more than the 
original bid. 


"I explained that this would defeat the 


purpose of going out for competitive bid 
If we allowed the low bidder to change 
his price to an amount between his price 
and the price of the next highest bidder," 
Passolt said. 


According to Village Atty. Paul Ham- 


er, the village could force Chalet to hon- 
or the bid if officials were willing to take 
the matter to court. Passolt said that 
this would be impractical because of the 
amount of money Involved in litigation 
and because the village needs the cars. 


As a result, the board awarded the 


purchase contract to North Shore Motors 
for $10,000, or $37 more than the Chalet 
price.

Expect Ogilvie 
To Sign Bill 
For Maryville 


Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie Is expected to 


sign a letter today giving the go-ahead 
for approval of state funds for a new 
school facility to bouse students at Mary- 
ville Academy. 
. 


The letter requests the Capital Financ- 


ing Development Board (formerly the 
Illinois School Building Commission) to 
meet with representatives of River Trails 
School Dlst. 28 to evaluate the "emergen- 
cy" status of the River Road School at 
Maryville and to grant the district state 
funds for a new school facility If it Is 
found an emergency exists. 


Dist. 28 has requested the emergency 


status under a law passed by the state 
legislature last year. The law provides 
that a school district can request state 
funds for school buildings when a non- 
public school closes resultingln an in- 
creased enrollment of 5 per cent or more 
to a public school district. 


Such an "emergency" occured In Dist. 


26 in 1968 when Catholic Charities an- 
nounced It could no longer afford to 
educate the Maryville children, who are 
wards of the state. About 120 children 
from Maryville attend the River Road 
school. The rest attend other public 
schools in the district. Dist. 26 is reim- 
bursed for "tuition" for the Maryville 
students as well as the $5,000 a year rent 
Maryville charges for use of classrooms, 
music and science rooms and a gym. 


S H O R T L Y BEFORE River Road 


opened as a Dist. 26 school, it was in- 
spected by Robert Hayes, an assistant 
superintendent in the Cook County educa- 
tin office, to see whether it met with the 
Illinois Life Safety Code. 


It did not, and the district was granted 


a five-year extension to bring the build- 
ing up to regulations. According to 
Hayes, the extension is up at the end of 
the 1973-74 school year. 


It is expected that If the funds for a 


new school facility are received by the 
district by the end of November, con- 
struction could begin In early spring. "If 
we moved posthaste and assuming that 
there were no complicating factors, I'm 
just guessing, but there's a very high 
probability that we could get it (the new 
facility) finished by September, Board 
Pres. Lloyd Demel said. 


If the new school were not to be fin- 


ished before the end of the Life Safety 
Code extension, the district would prob- 
ably ask for another extension, Demel 
said.

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Mill Creek Homeowners Association 
Library Referendum Hit; 
Charge Annexation Unfair 


Opposition to the Nov. 18 referendum 


to annex portions of Buffalo Grove to tho 
Wheeling Library District la mounting — 
but It's too late. 


A group of about 10 Mill Creek home- 


owners who live In one of the areas that 
may be added to tho district attended tho 
village board meeting Monday night to 
protest the referendum they feel Is being 
pushed on them. 


"Since this referendum is district-wide, 


even if all Mill Creek homeowners turn 
out to vote against this thing, we'll bo 
voted in," said George Van Hoorcbcke, 
vice president of the Mill Creek Home- 
owners Association. "I look on this as a 
forcible annexation. We're not really 
being given tho chance to decide If wo 
want to Join or not." 


IN ADDITION to Mill Creek, other 


areas that may be annexed ore Berk- 
shire Trace and tho Strathmorc subdivi- 
sion on Arlington Heights Road between 
Dundee Rond and Lake-Cook Road. In a 
separate referendum, district residents 
will also vote at tho same time on annex- 
ing an unincorporated section of Cook 
County south of Wheeling. 


Van Hoorcbcke said that about a year 


ago, library officials contacted him about 
providing library service to Mill Creek. 
Ho was told then, ho said, that it would 
be necessary to gain tho signatures of 51 
per cent of tho subdivision's residents to 
join tho district. Van Hoorcbcke said ef- 
forts to get people to circulate the peti- 


tions were unsuccessful and the matter 
was dropped. 


Joyce Flnncgnn said a state law waas 


passed sometime in the past year that 
allows library districts to conduct annex- 
ation rcfcrcndums without first petition- 
ing residents who would be affected. It is 
that law that allows all residents in tho 
district to vote. 


"We're not trying to sell the library," 


said Mrs. Flnnegan, library board 
trustee and resident of Buffalo Grove. 
"We don't want to bring people in kick- 
Ing and screaming. We didn't make the 
law that requires the whole district to 
vote, but we have to follow it." 


Mrs. Flnnegan said she talked with 


Mrs. Von Hoorcbcke about conducting a 
referendum this year to annex Mill 
Creek, and Mrs. Van Hoorcbeke gave her 
tho Impression the homeowners would 
support such a vote. 


"WHO IS Mrs. Van Hoorebckc to speak 


for us?" one woman asked. "We didn't 
elect her to represent us." 


"Wo did not decide to run the referen- 


dum on one person's recommendations," 
Mrs. Flnnegan answered. "I have a list 
of people from that area who have called 
mo asking about library service."- 


"Could I see tho list?" the woman 


asked. 


"No," Mrs. Finncgan replied, "It's li- 


brary property."

affected by proposed high school bound- 
ary changes all asked tho High School 
DK 2M board "Why us?" Monday 
night. 


Representatives of tho Grccnbrlcr sec- 


tion of Arlington Heights; the section of 
Mount Prospect and Prospect Heights 
south of Palatine Road In Elementary 
Dlst. 21, and tho portion of Elementary 
Dlst. 26 south of Kensington Road all ob- 
jected In some way to boundary plans 
proposed to accommodate the new Buf- 
falo Grove High School. 


Tho high school board, after hearing 


the complaints, set a commlttce-of-the- 
wholc meeting for next Tuesday at 7:!IO 
pm. to further consider the boundary 
changes. Tho meeting will be hold In tiic 
administration building, 709 W. Kensing- 
ton Rd., Mount Prospect. 


AN OVERFLOW crowd of more than 


70 persons gathered in the board's meet- 
ing room for the discussion. The board 
was considering a boundary plan that 
would give four areas options of whether 
to be reassigned or to remain In the 
schools to which they are now assigned. ' 


Under the proposal, the Buffalo Grove 


High School boundaries would Include 
the Cooper and Rand junior high attend- 
ance areas, with tho Cambridge subdivi- 
sion In Buffalo Grove having tho option 


to attend tho new school or remain at 
Wheeling High School. 


In addition, the Ivy Hill subdivision in 


Arlington Heights, which would be as- 
signed to Buffalo Grove, would have the 
option to remain at Kersey High School. 


Two other boundary changes affecting 


tho Hcrscy High School area also are 
part of the proposal. The area in Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights north of 
Palatine Road in Dlst. 21 would be given 
tho option to remain at Hersoy or move 
to Wheeling High School and the area 
south of Kensington Road in Dlst. 26 
would be given the option to remain at 
Hcrsey or move to Prospect High School. 


Residents In the areas north of Pala- 


tine and south of Kensington told the 
board that their children did not want to 
change schools. In addition, Patrick 
Link, spokesman for residents north of 
Palatine, said his group would not bo 
satisfied with an option plan. 


LINK reminded the board that his area 


had been shifted from Wheeling to Hcr- 
scy two years ago and said, "Wo are now 
being proposed to be reassigned because 
of some numbers gyrations." 


In addition, ho said, "The people in our 


area are of the opinion that Wheeling 
High School is not the school we want 
our children to attend. Wheeling High

passed out flyers urging residents al- 
ready in the district to vote on the Buf- 
falo Grove annexation. 


The flyer reads In part: 
"Such annexation would not cost resi- 


dents of the library district any more 
than they now pay on their tax bills to- 
wards the operation of the library. How- 
ever, it would bring increased revenue so 
that the library can continue to grow and 
add books, records, periodicals, etc. to 
its present collections and develop ser- 
vices . . .By passing the annexation ref- 
erendum we could do many of these 
things with no increase in the taxes you 
now pay." 


A form seeking volunteers to pass out 


flyers reminding people of the vote by 
telephone or to drive residents to the 
polls, is at the bottom of tho page. 


Mrs. Finnegan denied the flyers were 


being distributed, saying they were 
available only at the library. 


AFTER LISTENING to the discussion, 


several of the trustees agreed that the 
main issue seems to be that residents in 
Buffalo Grove are dissatisfied with the 
service provided to them now by the 
Wheeling Library District, and library 
officials have been unable to promise 
anything better following the referen- 
dum. 


"The board has to work out plans for 


Increased service," Mrs. Flnnegan said. 
"I just can't give you any f promises 
now."

Library officials have contacted Levitt 


& Sons, Inc., developers, about the possi- 
bility of using one of their model homes 
on Arlington Heights Road across from 
Buffalo Grove High School as a branch 
library. Levitt has not yet replied to the 
request, Mrs. Flnnegan said. 


"It's unfortunate that none of us in this 


room are able to do anything other than 
to say contact your state representative 
if you feel the referendum law is unfair," 
said Village Pres. Gary Armstrong. 
"That's something that will have to be 
changed there." 


Armstrong cast the deciding vote not 


to support the referendum when the 
trustees first considered the matter sev- 
eral weeks ago. His reason, he said, was 
that he hoped Buffalo Grove,would soon 
be able to establish its own library dis- 
trict. 


H o w e v e r , Armstrong agreed with 


trustee Jim Shirley, who ruled out such a 
move in the near future for financial rea- 
sons. 


"We're not in a position tonight to sit

Passolt said this error 
amounts to slightly more than $70 a car. 


"This Is a little difficult for me to un- 


derstand, since the other Ford dealer 
who bid was only $205 higher than Chalet 
Ford, and I doubt that they also would 
have bid at less than cost," Passolt said 
in his report to the board. 


Passolt said he told the sales represen- 


tative from Chalet that the bid was legal- 
ly binding and their refusal to honor the 
bid would result In bad publicity. 


ACCORDING TO Passolt, Chalot then 


offered to absorb $139 of. the error If the 
village would pay $100 more than the 
original bid. 


"I explained that this would defeat the 


purpose of going out for competitive bid 
If we allowed the low bidder to change 
his price to an amount between his price 
and the price of the next highest bidder," 
Passolt said. 


According to Village Atty. Paul Ham- 


cr, the village could force Chalet to hon- 
or the bid if officials were willing to tako 
the matter to court. Passolt said that 
this would be Impractical because of the 
amount of money Involved in litigation 
and because the village needs the cars. 


As a result, the board awarded the 


purchase contract to North Shore Motors 
for $10,000, or $37 more than the Chalet 
price.

Rising Temperatures Put 
Damper On Snow Storm

There was a raco yesterday morning 


between salt trucks and rising tempera- 
tures to melt the negligible amount of 
snow In the Northwest suburbs. 


By sun up, most of the salt trucks gave 


up and let mother nature do the rest. 


In Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows 


and Palatine, more than 11 trucks were 
salting major Intersections as early as 5 
a.m. Everyone expected the predicted 
three to four inches of snow. 


"Wo had six salt trucks out because 


weathermen had forecast colder tem- 
peratures which might have frozen water 
and slush," sold a spokesman for the Ar- 
lington Heights Public Works Depart- 
ment. "When temperatures went up In- 
stead of down we called the trucks 
back." 


THOUGH IT'S been over six months 


Mince motorists were faced with snow- 
ullckod streets, there were relatively few 
weather-related accidents In the thrce- 
'.own area. 


"Thcro was no rash of fender-benders, 


I guess we were lucky," said Lewis 
Case, chief of the Rolling Meadows Po- 
llco Department. 


In Palatine there were three minor ac- 


cidents related to the weather. About a 
dozen motorists in Arlington Heights 
were Involved In minor accidents Mon- 
day night, compared to an average of 
three or four. 


Students will have to wait for a much 


harder snow to close schools or even stop 
the buses. All buses were on time In Ar- 
lington Heights School Dist. 25. In Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dist Dist. 15 one 
bus got stuck for a short period of time. 


"We havo to accept the fact that win- 


ter is here, and we're ready for It," said 
Joe Kiszka, deputy superintendent of 
Dist. 15. 


According to the National Weather Bu- 


reau's five-day forecast, we can expect a 
little more snow late Thurdday and Fri- 
day. For the rest of tho winter, however, 
the weather bureau isn't making any 
predictions. 


"I DON'T even predict five days in ad- 


vance if I can get away with it," said 
Charles Stwcrtnlk, a weather bureau me- 
tcrologlst from Rolling Meadows. 


The American Farm and Home Alma- 


nac for 1073, however, says a tough win- 
ter is in store. The predictions are laced 
with words like "itorm," 
"unsettled 


weather," and "cold," for the whiter 
months. 


If the current trend keeps up, however, 


we're likely to get several inches of snow 
before the end of 1972. So far, the Chi-

precipitation this year. And if all that 
rain wcro snow, it would amount to 350 
inches or about 30 feet, according to 
Stwcrtnlk. 


With prospects for a bleak whiter and 


no sun for days maybe we should take a 
quick glance at the post. 


A year ago this week temperatures 


wore in the 70s and skies were clear.

May Freeze 
Parks' Tax 
Income Level 


Palatine Park District commissioners 


got a shock last night when they realized 
that the state legislature may freeze the 
district's property tax income at its cur- 
rent level until 1977. 


A special session beginning Nov. 26 


will recall a lame duck legislature to 
Springfield to consider two property tax 
freeze proposals. If approved, the bills 
would limit the park district's budget to 
the 1972-73 dollar amount received from 
property taxes. 


"With the position we're in, it would be 


catastrophic. There's just no way of go' 
ting around it," board President Paul 
Jensen said. 


The park district's income was ex- 


pected to increase substantially as more 
property is developed in the area. 


With a property tax income freeze, the 


park district could find itself stuck with 
developing new parks without income to 
maintain them. Steadily increasing real 
estate assessments are counted on for 
upkeep of the new projects. 


Voters approved a J1.4 million referen- 


dum in October to develop new parks, 
build an Olympic-size swimming pool 
and construct a bicycle-nature trail 
through Palatine. 


BOARD MEMBERS voted to write let- 


ters to the current state senators and 
representatives from the Palatine area. 
One alternative to freezing the dollar 
amount of the district property tax in- 
come might be a limit on the mill rate, 
but the current bills do not include such 
provisions. 


The legislature's proposal are a result 


of increasing taxpayer complaints about 
rising property tax bills. 


in other business last night, park dis- 


trict commissioners awarded the sale of 
$1.4 million hi bonds to Vankampcn, 
Wauterlek and Brown, Inc., a Chicago 
bond firm. The firm submitted the lowest 
interest rate of 4.69 per cent when bids 
were opened during last night's meeting.

Oppose Country 
Village Project 


The Village of Palatine has gone on 


record as opposing the development of 
the Country Village project on Quentln 
Road between Northwest Highway and 
Dundee Road. 


Village trustees this week voted to file 


a statutory objection to the request to 
rc/onc the 40-acrc site, known as the 
Koop property, for the construction of 800 
apartment units. 


Half of the units would be designated 


as low and moderate-income housing for 
the elderly. • 


The trustees concurred in the recom- 


mendation of the Palatine Plan Commis- 
sion In filing the objection. The plan 
commiMion opposed the proposed devel- 
opment because of its density (20 units 
per acre). 


TI1K PLAN commission also ques- 


tioned the developers' plan to use Fcr- 
ndalc Heights Utility Co. water. The site 
is outside the firm's certificated area, 
but the firm has Indicated it would peti- 
tion the Illinois Commerce Commission 
for certification if the rczonlng is grant- 
ed. 


Because of the village objection to 


Country Village, the rczoning ordinance 
has to be approved by three-fourths, 
rather than by a simple majority, of the 
Cook County Board of Commissions™. 
No dale has been scheduled for the peti- 
tion to come before the county, board. 


Numerous residents from the vicinity 


of the proposed development also have 
objected to a rczonlng of the Koop prop- 
erty. 


The site originally was to be used for a 


driver testing facility, but the Illinois 
secretary of state's office abandoned the 
property after soil tests indicated the 
ground was not suitable for that type of 
construction.

May. 


"This is only about the fifth strike of 


the IBEW since It was organized hi 1901 
and we have 30 shops in the Chicago 
area, said Harry Weaver, IBEW business 
manager and financial secretary. 


According to Weaver, the longest 


strike ho can remember of the union was 
about three years ago when General 
Telephone workers struck for 13 weeks. 


"We're not a striking union," Weaver 


said.

Rising Temps Put Damper On Snow

There was a race yesterday morning 


between salt trucks and rising tempera- 
tures to melt the negligible amount of 
snow in the Northwest suburbs. 


By sun up, most of the salt trucks gave 


up and let mother nature do the rest. 


In Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows 


and Palatine, more than 11 trucks were 
salting major intersections as early as 5 
a.m. Everyone expected the predicted 
three to four inches of snow. 


"We had six salt trucks out because 


weathermen had forecast colder tem- 
peratures which might have frozen water 


and slush," said a spokesman for the Ar- 
lington Heights Public Works Depart- 
ment. "When temperatures went up In- 
stead of down we called the trucks 
back." 


THOUGH IT'S been over six months 


since motorists were faced with snow- 
slicked streets, there were relatively-few 
weather-related accidents in the three- 
town area. 


"There was no rash of fender-benders, 


I guess we were lucky," said Lewis 
Case, chief of the Rolling Meadows Po- 
lice Department.

In Palatine there were three minor ac- 


cidents related to the weather. About a 
dozen motorists in Arlington Heights 
were involved in minor accidents Mon- 
day night, compared to an average of 
three or four.

duced by massive housing developments. 
The school district must depend on a 
broad tax base which would include both 
industrial and commercial property In 
order to financially survive. It cannot de- 
pend solely on the local taxpayer to pay 
the total education bill," wrote Kiszka. 


THE PROPOSED development would 


be located on Algonquin Road near the 
proposed New Wilke Road on the per- 
iphery of Dist. 15. A developer has ap- 
peared before the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission with a proposal to construct 
more than 400 octomlniums in the vicin- 
ity and naval housing is also proposing to 
construct residences with 144 bedrooms 
in the vicinity. - 


Combine all these projects and we can

If you accept an invitation to a free 


dinner with the people from Oakmont 
Shores or Sliver Springs Shores land de- 
velopments, bring your checkbook. 


Your hosts are going to try to talk you 


out of a $5,000 tip. 


The dinners are a gimmick to get 


people face-to-face with salesmen for the' 
AMREP Corp., a publicly owned, world- 
wide real estate operation with nearly 
200,000 acres of land on the market from 
New Mexico to Florida. 


If you accept AMREP's invitation, one, 


or maybe two, or maybe even three of 
those salesmen will try to sell you a 
quarter-acre or more of land at an AM- 
REP development before you've finished 
your second cup of coffee. 


There is nothing low-key about their 


approach. 


WITHIN A week recently, AMREP 


hosted two sales dinners In this area. At 
one, 15 couples dined on shishkabab and 
a side order of sunny Silver Springs 
Shores, Fla., 19,000 acres of homesites in 
Marlon County, outside of Ocala. A 
week later a smaller group had Chicken 
Kiev and Oakmont Shores, 3,300 Missouri 
Ozarks acres. 


At every table was a salesman. And 


every salesman had a precision-timed 
pitch that lasted from dinner roll and 
salad on. 


Frank Eble, a 70-ish gentleman from 


Forest Park, sells Oakmont Shores. He 
suggests over dinner that land, like hope, 
is good for the young and old alike. 


Land is not just something for those 


who've made it or are approaching their 
silver years. It's also for those who want 
to make it or who want that silver in 
their-pockets before it's in their hair, he 
says. 


Eble claims to be a rich man and says 


land has made him so. He confesses to 
being a three-time millionaire and a two- 
time loser of his fortune. Now, he says, 
real estate brings him an income of 
more than $100,000 a year. 


He says he sells for the p''.-asure and 


challenge of it — that it's kept him young 
— and not for the money like "these oth- 
ers who need the money to eat," gestur- 
ing toward the tables where the other 
salesmen were hustling. 


But Eble comes closest to hitting the

mood of an evening with AMREP in one 
throw-away line that he uses to empha- 
size the detachment he claims. "This Is 
show business," Eble says. 


AND THAT IS the story. From the 


minute you walk into the AMREP dining 
room you are assaulted with sight and 
sound, a veritable non-stop, closelp-tlmed 
sales pitch that begins before dinner with 
soundless, faded color slides flashing on 
and off in the front of the room, and con- 
tinues through dinner with your sales- 
man, a movie or two about the particular 
development being pitched and, most im- 
portant, a driving audiovisual presenta- 
tion by a supersalesman who knows ex- 
actly why you've got to buy land in the 
Ozarks right now. 


The message is the same, whether it's 


Florida or Missouri land that they want 
you to buy. The faces change, but the 
pitch is the same, almost verbatim, in 
fact. 


"AMREP Corp., of which OLT Realty 


Is a local subsidiary, is a publicly owned 
corporation, and our books arc open to 
the public," said Sid Hollander. 


Hollander has been with AMREP for 


about five years and is on special assign- 
ment opening the OLT office near 
O'Hare Airport. Salesmen from the OLT 
office sell land at Oakmont Shores, Mo. 
The office has been open for two months. 


"I don't have a title," said Hollander. 


"I don't work for titles, I work for mon- 
ey." 


Publicly owned or not, Hollander will 


not say how many lots have been sold by ' 
his salesmen, how many people buy land 
at AMREP's promotional dinners or how 
names of people invited to the dinners 
are chosen. 


"I can tell you about AMREP Corp. 


The total assets arc $164 million, up 7 per 
cent from last year. But I can't give you 
specifics about Oakmont sales," he said. 
"I can't reveal company secrets so that 
competitors could use them." 


He won't even reveal all tho facts 


about AMREP — only the good ones. 


ACCORDING TO A late September 


stock report, profit margins for the fiscal 
year ending In April were down because 
of 
"much 
greater promotional ex- 


penses." 


Hollander said that AMREP has a 


mailing service from which they buy 
names. Though it would seem that the 
real estate market would appeal to 
middle age or older people, who might 
have the money to spend, Hollander says 
he's glad to see young single and mar- 
ried people at the promotional dinners. 


"We go after both the existing market 


and the future market," ho said. "AH we 
ask Is that when people walk away from 
one of our dinners they walk away with a 
smile." 


Hollander said that the number of 


people who sign up for a lot every night 
depends on the salesmen, the restaurant 
and tho food. 


ONE THING HE WILL SAY, however, 


is that out of everyone who has bought 
property so far no one has exercised the 
refund clause by which the deposit is re- 
funded. 


But since the office only opened in Au- 


gust, it's doubtful whether anyone who 
has bought land has been to Missouri to 
see the land — it's closed in the winter. 


One of Hollander's 25-or so salesmen, 


George, hasn't been to Oakmont Shores, 
nor has he bought any property there, 
but he did some research about the com- 
pany before joining the sales team. 


"It's a good company, I don't need any 


of these fly-by-night real estate oper- 
ations," said George. 


George's name Isn't really George. He 


refused to give bis name because of a 
legal technicality. Though he is a licens- 
ed real estate salesman his new AMREP 
license hasn't come back from the state 
yet. "If I went strictly according to the 
letter of the law, my selling land would 
be illegal," he said. "The state's so slow 
— I've hod that application in for 8 
months." 


George has been in tho real estate 


business for two years with companies 
AMREP Has 4 Developments 


AMREP, which stands for American 


Real Estate and Petroleum, owns four 
land developments, one mobile home- 
leasing tract and Knble News, a dis- 
tributor of periodicals and paperbacks. 


The land developments are:

In Northeastern Part Of Area 
Assessor Probes 70 Homes 
That May Be Underassessed 


Tho Wheeling Township Assessor's of- 


fice is conducting an investigation of 
more than 70 residential properties in 
northeastern Mount Prospect that may 
bo underassessed. 


Township Assessor Marshall Thcroux 


said homes on 43 of the parcels arc not 
listed on the Cook County tax rolls. He 
said his office also U checking Into 30 
more possible coses of underassessment. 
Tho investigation has been in tho Castle 
Heights, Rainbow Ridge and Woodvlcw 
areas, annexed to the village lost year. 


Thcroux said tho homeowners have 


been paying only about $100' in taxes 
when they should be paying more than 
$1,000. He sold many of the parcels are 
listed as unimproved land and do not in- 
clude any buildings. He said some of the 
properties have been underassessed from 
three to four years. 


Updated assessments will'be turned 


Into the Cook County Assessor's office to- 
day, Thcroux said. He said the new as- 
sessments will affect 1973 tax bills, deliv- 
ered in the spring of 1974. He said the 
books arc already closed for tho 1972 
bills. 


Downer's Grove Nabs 
Suspect In Area Forgery 


A man wanted for forgery and decep- 


tive practice in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and at least nine other Chicago- 
area communities has been arrested in 
Downers Grove. 


Known only as Mark R. Hoffman, ad- 


dress unknown, tho man allegedly de- 
frauded three Arlington Heights banks 
and ono bank in Mount Prospect. He has 
also been implicated In a Chicago bur- 
glary, auto theft in Nebraska and is 
wanted In several states, police said. 


A warrant for Hoffman's arrest has 


been issued In Arlington Heights and 
oond set at $500,000. Similar action is ex- 
pected In Mount Prospect. Hoffman Is 
currently being held on $90,000 bond for 
three counts of forgery and deceptive 
practice in the DuPage County Jail. 


It is expected that extradition proceed- 


ings will be undertaken against Hoffman 
so that he con bo tried on Cook County 
charges against him, but it has not been 
established whether proceedings will be- 
gin before or after Hoffman's prelimi- 
nary hearing later this month in DuPage 
County on the charges against him there. 


POLICE SUSPECT that Hoffman, or 


at least tho Hoffman in custody, did not 
work alone, but with an accomplice. 
They soy two men may have used the 
same name to defraud area banks. 


Arlington Heights banks that were alle- 


gedly defrauded by Hoffman or his ac- 
complice are Northpolnt State Bank, Ar- 
lington Heights and Rand roads; North- 
west Trust and Savings Bank, 311 S. Ar- 
lington Heights M; and First Arlington 
National Bonk, 1 N. Dunton Ave. The 
First National Bank of Mount Prospect, 
Randhurst Mai, also alleges that It was 
defrauded by Hoffman. 


In each case, the method of defrauding 


the bank Is much the same. On Oct. 31, a 
man Identifying himself as Mark R. Hoff- 
man, 22, would open a checking account 
wilh $30, $40 in the case of the Mount 
Prospect bank. The next day, the man 
would return to deposit checks from the 
Midwest Film Co. drawn on the Bclmont 
National Bank, Chicago. A day or two 
later, ho would return again to cash 
checks cither from tho account he had 
opened or from the Midwest Film Co., 
police said. 


Hoffman identified himself to the bank 


as a Northwestern University film stu- 
dent and employe of the Midwest Film 


Co. In each cose, police said the checks 
from the film company would return 
marked, "account closed." Police said 
the film company went out of business 
last April, and the checking account was 
closed at the same time. 


AT EACH BANK, Hoffman would give 


a local address. In Arlington Heights, he 
gave 33 Circle Dr. as his address. At the 
Mount Prospect bank, he said his ad- 
dress was 1130 Wheeling Rd. Police said 
the addresses were false. 


The total bank loss given by officers of 


the four area banks was: Northpoint 
State Bank, $350; Northwest Trust and 
Savings Bank, $1,116.91; First Arlington 
National Bank, $685; •and First National 
Bank of Mount Prospect, $1,081.91. 


Police said Hoffman apparently tried 


to also defraud tho Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of Arlington Heights, Arlington 
Market, but was not successful. 


A SPOKESMAN for the county asses- 


sor's office said that office would act on 
the new Information "as soon as we get 
it." He said residents will receive a no- 
tice and will be back-taxed. He said 
those who have been underassessed for 
more than two years will have to pay a 
penalty of one per cent of each year's 
tax bill. 


Theroux said the 
underassessments 


probably occurred in 1969, when the 
township assessor's office did not receive 
a copy of building permits from the Cook 
County-Department of Building and Zon- 
ing. The township office then had no way 
of knowing the properties had been im- 
proved, he said. 


Theroux said about 23 under- 


assessments were corrected by the coun- 
ty earlier this year. He said he began 
his investigation after several residents 
in the Castle Heights area complained 
that their neighbors were being under- 
assessed. Theroux said he attempted to 
correct the underassessments early in 
1971, but the County office would not sup- 
ply the necessary information. 


"I THINK IT'S FAIR that the situation 


is being corrected. For the under- 
assessed taxpayers, it will eliminate 
more penalities and reduce that amount 
of back taxes they will have on their 
homes," Theroux said. 


"And it's fair to all the other taxpayers 


because they have been temporarily 
picking up the tax burden because of un- 
collected taxes," he said. "Anytime you 
don't collect a thousand dollars from 
someone, you've got to collect it from 
somebody else." 
. Most of the tax money in that area goes 
to Wheeling Dist. 21 and High School 
Dist. 214,'• according to Theroux. "The 
schools haven't been getting what was 
proper," he said.

Cable TV In Carpentersville 


S e v e r a l Mount Prospect village 


trustees will go to Carpentersville to- 
morrow night to look over an aperational 
cable television system there. 


The trip has been promoted by a group 


of local residents seeking a cable tele- 
vision franchise in Mount Prospect. Ono 
of these residents, Terry Frakes, said 
their local group, Prospect Cable Com- 
munications Inc., was bought out by 
L.V.O. Cable Co. last summer. L.V.O. 
(Livingston Oil Co.) operates the cable 
system in Carpentersville. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said the trip 


was being taken to educate board mem- 
bers. "We've got to constantly take a 
look at what coble television offers. I'm 
not too keen on just getting better (tele- 
vision) reception. I'm interested In the 
ancillary uses." 


Tclchcrt said he understands that in 


Carpentersville they have attached to the 
system such Items as a fire alarm hook- 
up (If smoke or heat, station alarm 
sounds). He added the water meter read- 


ing and burglary alarm systems can also 
be built in. 


The village is not ready to make any 


decision on granting a franchise, Teic- 
hert said. "It's Just an educational thing 
at this point."

Expect Ogilvie 
To Sign Bill 
For Maryville 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie is expected lo 


sign a letter today giving the go-ahead 
for approval of state funds for a new 
school facility to house students at Mary- 
ville Academy. 


The letter requests the Capital Financ- 


ing Development Board (formerly the 
Illinois School Building Commission) to 
meet with representatives of River Trails 
School Dist. 26 to evaluate the "emergen- 
cy" status of the River Road School at 
Maryville and to grant the district state 
funds for a new school facility if it is 
found an emergency exists. 


Dist. 26 has requested the emergency 


status under a law passed by the state 
legislature last year. The law provides 
that a school district can request state 
funds for school buildings when a non- 
public school closes resultingin an in- 
creased enrollment of 5 per cent or more 
to a public school district. 


Such an "emergency" occured in Dist. 


26 in 1968 when Catholic Charities an- 
nounced it could no longer afford to 
educate the Maryville children, who arc 
wards of the state. About 120 children 
from Maryville attend the River Road 
school. The rest attend other public 
schools in the district. Dist. 26 is reim- 
bursed for "tuition" for the Maryville 
students as well as the $5,000 a year rent 
Maryville charges for use of classrooms, 
music and science rooms and a gym. 


S H O R T L Y BEFORE River Road 


opened as a Dist. 26 school, it was in- 
spected by Robert Hayes, an assistant 
superintendent in the Cook County educa- 
tin office, to see whether it met with the 
Illinois Life Safety Code. 


It did not, and the district was granted 


a five-year extension to bring the build- 
ing up to regulations. According to 
Hayes,- the extension is up at the end of 
the 1973-74 school year. 


It is expected that if the funds for a 


new school facility are received by the 
district by the.end of November, con- 
str^iction could begin in early spring. "If 
we moved posthaste and assuming that 
there were no complicating factors, I'm 
Just guessing, but there's a very high 
probability that we could get it (the new 
facility) finished by September, Board 
Pres. Lloyd Demel said. 


If the new school were not to be fin- 


ished before the end of the Life Safety 
Code extension, the district would prob- 
ably ask for another extension, Demel 
said.

The High School Out 2H board of 


education tightened the financial belt 
Monday night and the first casualty was 
the Forest View High School practical 
architectural construction program. 


The board, by a 3-to-2 vote with one 


pass, agreed not to provide more than 
$3,000 In extra funds to finance the sec- 
ond year of the program. In last year's 
program, a group of Forest Velw High 
School students and two teachers spent 
the summer building a house near Lake 
Geneva, Wls., for aprivate owner. 


The original plan behind the program 


was for the students to be able to hold 
down construction costs sufficiently so 
the owner could remate some of his sav- 


ings to the district, Supt. Edward Gilbert 
told the board. The bouse built last year, 
however, was appraised at $45,300, Just 
$2,000 more than the $43,333 spent in con- 
struction, he said. 


GILBERT SAID the board would have 


to approve an extra $5,630 more than the 
$6,560 budgeted, In order to insure that 
the teachers would be able to contract to 
build a house this summer. 


"The two teachers feel that if we were 


to demand that the total extra cost to the 
district be paid by the owner of the 
house, the price would be too high and 
they wouldn't have a house to build," he 
said. •

Rising Temps Put Damper On Snow

There was a race yesterday morning 


between salt trucks and rising tempera- 
tures to melt the negligible amount of 
snow in the Northwest suburbs. 


By sun up, most of the salt trucks gave 


up and let mother nature do the rest. 


In Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows 


and Palatine, more than 11 trucks were 
salting major intersections as early as 5 
a.m. Everyone expected the predicted 
three to four Inches of snow. 


"Wo had six salt trucks out because 


weathermen had forecast colder tem- 
peratures which might have frozen water 
and slush," said a spokesman for the Ar- 
lington Heights Public Works Depart- 
ment. "When temperatures went up in- 
stead of down we called the trucks 
back." 


THOUGH IT'S been over six months 


since motorists were faced with snow- 
slicked streets, there were relatively few 
weather-related accidents in the three- 
town area. 


"There was no rash of fender-benders, 


I guess we were lucky," said Lewis 
Case, chief of the Rolling Meadows Po- 
lice Department. 


In Palatine there were three minor ac- 


cidents related to the weather. About a 
dozen motorists in Arlington Heights 
were involved in minor accidents Mon- 
day night, compared to an average of 


three or four.

day. For the rest of the winter, however, 
the weather bureau isn't making any 
predictions. 


"I DONT even predict five days in ad- 


vance if I can get away with it," said 
Charles Stwertnlk, a weather bureau me- 
terologist from Rolling Meadows. 


The American Farm and Home Alma- 


nac for 1973, however, says a tough win- 
ter is in store. The predictions are laced 
with words like "storm," "unsettled 
weather," and "cold," for the winter 
months. 


If the current trend keeps up, however, 


we're likely to get several Inches of snow 
before the end of 1972. So far, the Chi- 
c a g o-area has had 35 inches ' of 
precipitation this year. And if all that 
rain were snow, it would amount to 350 
inches or about 30 feet, according to 


Stwertnlk. 


With prospects for a bleak winter and 


no sun for days maybe we should take a 


quick glance at the past. 


A year ago this week temperatures 


were in the 70s and skies were clear.

The extra $70,000 gener- 
ated by upplng the corporate tax rate will 
pay for added maintenance costs.

Nab Forgery 
Suspect In 
S. Suburb 


A man wanted for forgery and decep- 


tive practice in Arlington Heights, Mount 
v 
Prospect and at least nine other Chicago- 
area communities has been arrested in 
Downers Grove. 


Known only as Mark R. Hoffman, ad- 


dress unknown, the man allegedly de- 
frauded three Arlington Heights banks 
and one bank in Mount Prospect. He has 
also been implicated in a Chicago bur- 
glary, auto theft in Nebraska and is 
wanted in several states, police said. 


A warrant for Hoffman's arrest has 


been issued In Arlington Heights and 
bond set at $500,000. Similar action is ex- 
pected in Mount Prospect Hoffman is 
currently being held on $90,000 bond for 
three counts of forgery and deceptive 
practice in the DuPage County Jail. 


It is expected that extradition proceed- 


ings will be undertaken against Hoffman 
so that he can be tried on Cook County 
charges against him, but it has not been 
established whether proceedings will be- 
gin before or after Hoffman's prelimi- 
nary hearing later this month in DuPppe 
County on the charges against him there. 


POLICE SUSPECT that Hoffman, or 


at least the Hoffman in custody, did not 
work alone, but with an accomplice. 
They say two men may have used the 
same name to defraud area banks. 


Arlington Heights banks that were alle- 


gedly defrauded by Hoffman or his ac- 
complice are Northpolnt State Bank, Ar- 
lington Heights and Rand roads; North- 
west Trust and Savings Bank, 311 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd.; and First Arlington 
National Bank, 1 N. Dunton Ave. The. 
First National Bank of Mount Prospect, 
Randhurst Mai, also alleges that It was 
defrauded by Hoffman. 


In each case, the method of defrauding 


the bank is much the same. On Oct. 31, a 
man identifying himself as Mark R. Hoff- 
man, 22, would open a checking account 
with $50, $40 in the case of the Mount 
Prospect bank. The next day, the man 
would return to deposit checks from the 
Midwest Film Co. drawn on the Eelmont 
National Bank, Chicago. A day or two 
later, he would return again to cash 
checks either from the account he had 
opened or from the Midwest Film Co., 
police said. 


Hoffman identified himself to the bank 


as a Northwestern University film stu- 
dent and employe of the Midwest Finn 
Co. In each case, police said the checks 
from the film company would return 
marked, "account closed." Police said 
the film company went out of business 
last April, and the checking account was 
closed at the same time. 


AT EACH BANK. Hoffman would give 


a local address. In Arlington Heights, he 
gave 35 Circle Dr. as his address. At the 
Mount Prospect bank, he said his ad- 
dress was 1130 Wheeling Rd. Police said 
the addresses were false. 


The total bank loss given by officers of 


the four area banks was: Northpoint 
State Bank, $550; Northwest Trust and 
Savings Bank, $1,116.91; First Arlington 
National Bank, $585; and First National 
Bank of Mount Prospect, $1,081.91. 


Police said Hoffman apparently tried 


to also defraud the Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of Arlington Heights, Arlington 
Market, but was not successful.

Village Clerk? 


'Why Usf Residents Ask School Boundary Makers 


When you come right down to it, most 


people probably do not know, or care, 
whether the Arlington Heights Village 
Clerk is elected or appointed. 


But since voters will be faced with this 


question In the form of a village-wide 
referendum Dec. 16, the findings of the 
form of government committee (FOG), 
which studied village government for 
nine months, take on at least the appear- 
ance of relevance. 


The principal job of the village clerk, 


which now Is a part-time elected pod- 
tlon. Is to supervise elections. 


The office alw carries with it such 


weighty responsibilities as the keeping of 
the village seal, taking minutes of the 
village board meetings, maintaining ordi- 
nances and village records and issuing 
certain licenses. 


AS PROPOSED by the referendum, 


this position would be removed from the 
hands of the voters and given to the vil- 
lage manager who would be empowered 
to appoint a full-time village clerk who 
would then be the head of the village 
clerk department. 


The FOG committee set forth four rea- 


sons why the village clerk should remain 
elected and eight reasons why the Job 
should bo made appointed. 


For the record, then, the arguments In 


favor of an elected clerk nro: 


—The conduct of elections should be in 


tho hands of an Independent elected offi- 
cial directly accountable to tho people. 


—An Independent elected clerk would 


more likely insure the integrity of and 
access to village records. 


—AN ELECTED CLERK places an In- 


dependent cyo and ear within tho admin- 
istration and could possibly act In a 


watch-dog function. 


-An elected clerk with limited duties 


might be able to emphasize voter regis- 
tration and election preparations, where- 
as an appointed clerk might be given a 
proliferation of duties. 


On the other hand, the FOG committee 


found the following reasons why the 
clerk ought to be appointed. 


—The clerk's duties are almost entire- 


ly administrative by nature and do not 
involve policy making. 


-SINCE THE clerk's duties are ad- 


ministrative and require coordination 
with other village departments, the clerk 
should bo a formal part of the adminis- 
trative team. 


—With an appointed clerk under the 


village manager, there Is no confusion as 
to lines of authority. 


—There Is further opportunity for ob- 


taining the most qualified person for the 
position of clerk. 


—The extra work load caused by elec- 


tions can be more efficiently met if all of 
the village administrative resources, in- 
cluding personnel were made available. 


—Having elections handled by appoint- 


cd 
village administrative 
personnel 


would insure maximum impartiality. 


—IT IS MORE probable that an ap- 


pointed full-time clerk would be more 
available to tho public. 


—There is more possibility for contln- 


ulty.ln handling the various duties of the 
clerk. 


The exciting conclusion of all this, ac- 


cording to FOG: 


"Tho village clerk should be appointed 


by tho village manager and the duties of 
tho office should be proscribed by the 
village manager." 


Residents of three areas that may be 


affected by proposed high school bound- 
ary changes all asked the High School 
Dist. 214 board "Why us?" Monday 
night 


Representatives of the Greenbrier sec- 


tion of Arlington Heights; the section of 
Mount Prospect and Prospect Heights 
south of Palatine Road in Elementary 
Dist. 21, and the portion of Elementary 
Dist. 26 south of Kensington Road all ob- 
jected in some way to boundary plans 
proposed to accommodate the new Buf- 
falo Grove High School. 


The high school board, after hearing 


the complaints, set a committee-of-the- 
wholc meeting for next Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. to further consider the boundary 
changes. The meeting will be held In the 
administration building, 799 W. Kensing- 
ton Rd., Mount Prospect. 


AN OVERFLOW crowd of more than 


70 persons gathered in the board's meet- 
ing room for the discussion. The board 
was considering a boundary plan that 
would give four areas options of whether 
to be reassigned or to remain in the 
schools to which they are now assigned. 


Under the proposal, the Buffalo Grove 


High School boundaries would include 
the Cooper and Rand junior high attend- 
ance areas, with the Cambridge subdivi- 
sion in Buffalo Grove having the option 
to attend the new school or remain at 
Wheeling High School. 


In addition, the Ivy Hill subdivision in 


Arlington Heights, which would be as- 
signed to Buffalo Grove, would have the 
option to remain at Hersey High School. 


Two other boundary changes affecting 


the Hersey High School area also are 
part of the proposal. The area in Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heights north of 
Palatine Road in Dist. 21 would be given 
the option to remain at Hersey or move 
to Wheeling High School and the area 
south of Kensington Road in Dist. 26 
would be given the option to remain at 
Hersey or move to Prospect High School. 


Residents in the areas north of Pala- 


tine and south of Kensington told the 
board that their children did not want to 
change schools. In addition, Patrick 
Link, spokesman for residents north of 


Palatine, said his group would not be 
satisfied with an option plan. 


LINK reminded the board that his area 


had been shifted from Wheeling to Her- 
sey two years ago and said, "We are now 
being proposed to be reassigned because 
of some numbers gyrations."

our children to attend. Wheeling High 
School has a very poor reputation."

In last year's 
program, n group of Forest Velw High 
School students and two teachers spent 
the summer building a house near Lake 
Ccncva, Wl.v, for aprivate owner. 


The original plan behind the program 


was for tho students to be able to hold 
down construction costs sufficiently so 
the owner could remote some of his sav- 
ings to the district, Supt. Edward Gilbert 
told the board. The house built last year, 
however, was appraised at $45,300, just 
52,000 more than the 113,333 spent In con- 
struction, he said. 


C.II.HEHT SAID the board would have 


to approve an extra 15,630 more than the 
$6,560 budgeted, In order to insure that 
the teachers would be able to contract to 
Imlld a house this summer. 


"The two teachers feel that if we were 


to demand that the total extra cost to the 
district be paid by the owner of the ' 
house, the price would be too high and 
they wouldn't have a house to build," he 
said. 


Under List year's arrangement, the 


owner of the house paid room and board 
for the students at a summer camp near 
Lake Geneva while they built the house. 
During the school year, the students de- 
signed the house and 
prefabricated 


walls. 


The two teachers, Grant Wlnsaucr and 


James MacDonatd, told the board they 
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believe they can cut the costs on the

City To Lose Case Against 
Sanitary District: Judge 


by AL MESSERSCIIMIDT 


DCS Plaines' latest suit to block con- 


struction of a Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MSD) plant southeast of Oakton 
Street and Elmhunt Road will be dis- 
missed, it was learned yesterday. 


City officials received a letter from 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Samuel 
Epstein yesterday stating that "the mo* 
tion (by the MSD) to dismiss the com- 
plaint should bo sustained." 


City Atty. Robert DlLconardl argued 


Oct. 4 before Epstein that Des Plaines' 
now home rule powers should force tho 
MSD to comply with local zoning ordi- 
nances, which at this point prohibit such 
a plant on that site. 


The city's first suit to block construc- 


tion of the 100-mlllIon gallon sowago 
plant was denied by the Illinois Supremo 
Court In 1071 after six years of hearings. 


MSD asked Epstein to dismiss the suit 


Oct. 3, claiming that "there's not an lota 
difference except for the allegation of 
home rule" between the previous case 
and DILconardl's arguments before Ep- 
stein. 


THE LETTER from Epstein, and tho 


formal court order which will follow, will 
probably signal another chapter in tho 
legal battle to block the controversial 
plant. 


After receiving thejetter, DiLeonardi 


told the Herald yesterday that "assum- 
ing there is no change hi the city coun- 
cil's attitude" the case will be carried to 
cither the Illinois Appellate or Supreme 
courts. "It's something we'll need to dis- 
cuss," he said. 


Even a higher court decision may not 


end the court battle, DlLconardi said. 


"Wo have two or three other legal re- 


medies open. This case decided the zon- 
ing aspect only," he said. 


Epstein's letter, dated Nov. 9, states 


that "I am bound by the majority opin- 
ion of the decision of the Supreme 
Court..." 


"THE ADOPTION of the home rule 


provisions under tho 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution does not grant any additional 
powers respecting zoning insofar as the 
Independent powers of the defendant 
(MSD) to establish its proposed sanitary 
sewage disposal unit," Epstein said. 


Epstein, who told attorneys Oct. 5, that 


"I'm sympathetic to the people of Des 
Plaines," said In his letter that "... it 
is my personal nonlegnl opinion that the 
location of tho sanitary sewage disposal 
unit contemplated by the defendant will 
be detrimental to the neighborhood." 


Tho judge said, "I am personally in 


accord with" the two Supreme Court 
judges who ruled against MSD In 1971. 


Epstein's "personal" comments will 


not be included as port of the court 
record. "Tho letter is only his Informal 
way of saying to us 'Boys, I will sign an 
order dismissing the suit,' " DiLeonardi 
said. "It won't be part of the file or 
pleadings." 


THE CITY attorney said it's "wonder- 


ful — uncommon that the judge would 
communicate his personal feelings." 


Epstein's formal ruling will discuss the 


suit because "the Issues are the same 
and home rule doesn't really change any- 
thing," DlLeonardl said. 


Either Des Plaines or MSD could at- 


tempt to bypass the appellate courts for 
a Supreme Court decision. 


"The court could certify the case to the 


Supreme Court because of its impor- 
tance," DiLeonardi said. "The case does 
contain basic constitutional questions." 


Epstein, 82, told attorneys Oct. 5 that 


"I'm jealous of my record on appeals," 
claiming that only one of 24 cases ap- 
pealed from his court has overturned 
since 1967. 


"I don't want to be In a position where 


I rule, then get reversed. Save me the 
time of going into something as difficult 
and novel as this," he said, suggesting 
that the city purchase MSD's 105 acres 
or trade equal land at another location. 


Announce Plans For Exhibition Hall 


A 
California 
developer 
announced 


plans yesterday to construct an W mil- 
lion exposition hall on Mannheim Road In 
Roscmonl. 


Robert Black, president of tho private- 


ly-owned O'Haro Tradcshow Convention 
Center Corp., said tho center, to be build 
on 13 acres at 6400 N. Mannheim, just 
south of Higglns Road, will open in June, 
1974. 


Tho center, designed to attract scien- 


tific and Industrial trade shows to Chi- 
cago, will Include a 120,000 square foot 
exhibit hall with a 24-foot celling and 
32,000 square feet of meeting rooms. 


Ground will be broken In spring, 1973. 
The exhibition hall will be connected to 


the Flying Carpet Motor Inn restaurant 
to offer a "unique combination" of hotel 
accommodations, exhibit space 
and 


meeting rooms to international shows, 
Black said. 


THREE OFFICERS of the exhibit hall 


corporation, also are members of the 
motor Inn board. Ralph M. Schwartz- 
berg, o Chicago attorney, Is secretary 
and counsel for the convention center 
and Is president of the motor inn corpo- 
ration. Other officers arc Chicago attor- 
neys Isadore Fishman and Hugh J. 
Schwartzberg. 


Although financing of the project is not 


complete, Schwartzberg said site land, 
currently owned by tho motor Inn, will 
be sold to tho convention corporation. 


Black, president of Management Com- 


munications Corp. In Los Angeles and 
publisher of "Tradcshow Week" maga- 
zine, said the hotel will "offer the most 
modern facilities of all types of exhibi- 
tions, Including highly specialized techni- 
cal facilities enabling operation of heavy, 
complex machinery shows." 


The one-story building will include 


flexible walls to house as many as four 
small shows at one time. 


"We anticipate in our first year of op- 


eration bringing a minimum of 60 shows 
add meetings to Chicago that have never 
been here before," Black said during a 
press conference In Chicago. Estimated 
visitors Income to the area is $25 million 
with 3,000 to 4,000 persons expected for 
each show. 


"I AM A SHOW producer," Black said. 


"McCormick Place is too large for many 
shows. It's often Impossible to book. 
They're booking now for 1974 and 1975. 
Many shows can't be held in Chicago ho- 
tels because the equipment is too 
heavy." 


The t r a d e s h o w corporation will 


"launch an ngrcssive campaign" to 
bring exhibitors from Japan and Europe 
here. Tho complex is designed to servo 
"small to medium" shows and con- 
ventions with space requirements or less 
than 70,000 square feet, Black said. 


Arthur Swanson and Associates, de- 


signers of the O'Harc Inn, are project 
architects, Black said. 


The hall, which may lead to the addi- 


tion of 300 to 400 rooms at the 10-year-old 
Flying Carpet, could compete with a 
planned $28 million hotel-exposition hall 
near Wlllc and Mount Prospect roads in 
Des Plaines. 


Hillside developer Anthony Finnocchlo 


met with city officials last summer to 
discuss annexation of 65 acres to be de- 
veloped as an $8 million exhibition hall, a 
$20 million motel, a theater and parking 
for 6,500 cars. 


Finnocchlo and Sales Promotion Mgr. 


George Furman told the Herald yester- 
day that they will purchase land from 
Greco Construction Co. Jan. 2 and expect 
construction completion by January or 
February, 1974. 


"WE ALREADY HAVE our architects 


drawings, engineering, core testing, ev- 
erything. The only problem we have at 


this point is heating. We may not be able 
lo get enough gas and may have~to go to 
electric," Furman said. 


Eleven shows already have been 


booked for the 220,000 square foot hall, 
he claimed. "One of the problems with 
shows of this type is storage. You need 
to store equipment from the show com- 
ing in, the show leaving and the show 
going on," he said. "We'll have more 
storage space than they have exhibit 
space." 


The Black exposition center will cater 


mostly to private Industrial and scientific 
shows. "We've already booked six public 
shows," Furman said. "You need park- 
ing for an estimated 5,000 cars a day at 
public shows." 


The motor inn plan calls for about 


eight acres, or parking for 1,000 cars 
while Furman's proposal will park 6,500 
cars.

Maryville Bill Signing Is Expected 


Gov. Richard Ogllvie is expected to 


sign a letter today giving the go-ahead 
for approval of state funds for a new 
school facility to house students at Mary- 
villo Academy. 


The letter requests the Capital Financ- 


ing Development Board (formerly the 
Illinois School Building Commission) to 
meet with representatives of River Trails 
School Dist 26 to evaluate the "emergen- 
cy" status of the River Road School at 
Maryville and to grant the district state 
funds for a new school facility if it is 
found an emergency exists. 


Dlst. 26 has requested the emergency 


status under a law passed by the state 
legislature last year. The law provides 
that a school district can request state 
funds for school buildings when a non- 
public school closes resultingin on in- 
creased enrollment of 5 per cent or more 
to a public school district. 


Such an "emergency" occured in Dist. 


26 in 1968 when Catholic Charities an- 
nounced it could no longer afford to 
educate the Maryville children, who are 
wards of the state. About 120 children 
from Maryville attend the River Road 
school. The rest attend other public 
schools in the district. Dist. 26 is reim- 


bursed for "tuition" for the Maryville 
students as well as the $5,000 a year rent 
Maryville charges for use of classrooms, 
music and science rooms and a gym. 


S H O R T L Y BEFORE River Road 


opened as a Dlst. 26 school, it was in- 
spected by Robert Hayes, an assistant 
superintendent in the Cook County educa- 
tin office, to see whether it met with the 
Illinois Life Safety Code. 


It did not, and the district was granted 


a five-year extension to bring the build- 
ing up to regulations. According to 
Hayes, the extension is up at the end of 
the 1973-74 school year. 


It Is expected that if the funds for a 


new school facility are received by the 
district by the end of November, con- 
struction could begin in early spring. "If 
we moved posthaste and assuming that 
there were no complicating factors, I'm 
just guessing, but there's a very high 
probability that we could get it (the new 
facility) finished by September, Board 
Pres. Lloyd Demel said. 


If the new school were not to be fin- 


ished before the end of the Life Safety 
Code extension, the district would prob- 
ably ask for another extension, Demel 
said.

dinner with the people from Oakmont 
Shores or Silver Springs Shores land de- 
velopment*, bring your checkbook. 


Your hosts are going to try to talk you 


out of a $3,000 tip 


The dinners are a gimmick to get 


people facc-lo-face with salesmen for the 
AMREP Corp. a publicly owned, world- 
wide real auto operation with nearly 
200,000 acres of land on the market from 
New Mexico to Florida. 


If you accept AMREP's invitation, one, 


or maybe two. or maybe even three of 
those salesmen will try to sell you a 
quarter-acre or more of land at an AM- 
REP development before you've finished 
your second cup of coffee. 


There is nothing low-key about their 


approach. 


WITHIN A week recently, AMREP 


hosted two sales dinners in this area. At 
one, 15 couples dined on shishkabab and 
a side order of sunny Silver Springs 
Shores, Flo.. 19,000 acres of homcsitcs in 
Marlon County, outside of Ocala. A 
week later a smaller group had Chicken 
Kiev and Oakmont Shores, 3,300 Missouri 
Ourks acres. 


At every table was a salesman. And 


every salesman had a precision-timed 
pitch that lasted from dinner roll and 
salad on. 


Frank Eblc, a 70-ish gentleman from 


Forest Park, sells Oakmont Shores. He 
suggests over dinner that land, like nope, 
is good for the young and old alike. 


Land Is not just something for those 


who've made it or arc approaching their 
silver years. It's also for those who want 
to moke ft or who want that silver in 
their pockets before it's In their hair, he 
says. 


Eblc claims to be a rich man and says 


land has made him so. He confesses to 
being a three-time millionaire and a two- 
time loser of his fortune. Now, he says, 
real estate brings him an income of 
morc.thnn $100,000 a year. 


He says he sells for the pleasure and 


challenge of it — that it's kept him young 
— and not for the money like "these oth- 
ers who need the money to eat," gestur- 
ing toward the tables where the other 
salesmen were hustling. 


But Eble comes closest to hitting the 


mood of an evening with AMREP in one 
throw-away line that he uses to empha- 
size the detachment he claims. "This is

who directed the original play on Broad' 
way, was asked to leave his home in 
New York City to come here and resur-

The challenge appealed to Traube who 


had never directed "Angel Street" In-the- 
round before. Rather than rely heavily 
on props and gimmicks that are readily 
available with a proscenium stage, he 
placed greater emphasis on the closeness 
of the audience who are better able to 
fantasize and relate to the characters on 
stage. It appears to have been the right 
formula. 


A few lighting mistakes were made 


opening night, human errors rather than 
technical. Someone's timing was off a 
bit. 


"ANGEL STREET," a drama about an 


astute calculating criminal who attempts 
to' slowly drive his wife crazy because he 
no longer has a use for her, Is important 
because It is a piece that has been a >le 
to survive its age. 


But equally Important is the cast of 


"Angel Street." Both Joseph Campanella 
and Margaret Phillips, the two bited 
stars of the show, are excellent in their 
respective roles. They do not waste time 
jumping Into the performance. They are 
totally Involved from the moment the 
lights dim on stage. 


But Bob Thompson also does a super 


job and Is an added pleasure because his 
worth Is not expected. His role as Rough, 
the police inspector, is a major one and 
his performance intrinsic to the play's 
success. 


Joseph Campanella plays the man who 


Is out to convince his wife that she is 
slowly going mad. He Is clever and con- 
niving, two characteristics that Camp- 
anella plays to the hilt. His coldness is 
projected well out Into the audience. 


MARGARET PHILLIPS Is now one of 


my favorite actresses after watching her 
performance as Mrs. Manningham In 
"Angel Street." She Is a weak, powerless 


wife who has been stripped of aU dignity 
and self-confidence. She has become 
afraid of her husband. 


Mrs. Manninghajn's complete entrap- 


ment is keenly felt by the audience who 
in a production of this sort quickly take 
sides and silently cheer for the per* 
secuted. 


That's why Miss Phillip's final scene, 


when she lashes back at Manningham, 
has such impact It's what we've been 
waiting for all along. - 


As I already mentioned, Bob Thomp- 


son, who has been the director of drama 
at Rosary College in River Forest for the 
past 28 years, is decidedly the highlight 
of the production. He adds the humor 
with his comic appearance, lines and ac- 
centuated actions. 


ALSO REBECCA BALDING who ap- 


peared in "Charley's Aunt," the prior 
production at Arlington Park Theatre, 
plays a very pert maid who has the op- 
portunity to speak her piece in the end. 
Fern Persons is Elizabeth, the other ser- 
vant of the bouse. 


Shepard Traube was impressed by the 


amount of local talent. There was no 
need, be said, to look elsewhere for ac- 
tors to play the supporting roles. He was 
right. And with 
Margaret Phillip 
"Angel Street" is indeed in very good 
hands. 


Perhaps I particularly enjoyed "Angel 


Street" because it has all the rudiments 
of an old-fashioned thriller, a recogniz- 
able villain, a distraught young lady, 
clues that slowly are revealed and a 
Sherlock Holmes type of investigator 
who conies to the rescue.

eggs. She mixed this for 3 or 4 minutes 
with the mixer, then added 1 package of 
chocolate chips, blending these in by 
hand. This mixture was poured into a 
greased tube pan and baked in a 350- 
degree oven for 1 hour.

Notebook

IN A RECENT column here, we noted 


how few friends a skybustcr makes in a 
duck blind ... only to be reminded that 
the some problem exists In the upland 
game field. 


The exception in the latter case is that 


when you shoot too soon at a pheasant or 
quail, you arc merely making it tough on 
yourself and your Immediate companions 
(not to mention frustrating your retriev- 
er dog). In a duck blind you can foul up 
tho hunting for every blind within a half 
a mile. 


But even worse the damage you do to 


your relationship with other hunters, is 
the damage often done by a skybustcr to 
a bird. 


Skybusllng is usually spoken of in rela- 


tionship to waterfowl hunting, but what it 
really refers to Is taking a shot at game 
that is out of range. You not only can't 
kill the game, but your errant shot can 
put Just enough shot into tho bird to 
cripple and, eventually, kill him ... but 
you won't be around to retrieve him, be- 
cause he'll die after flying far enough 
I hat ,-ou can't find him. 


It's easy to learn to avoid skybusting if 


you'll merely take the time to learn the 
effective killing range of your shotgun 
load and learn to accurately estimate 
that distance In the field. 


For example, a full-choked 12 gauge 


shotgun, shooting magnum shells, which 
Is a typical waterfowl combination, as an 
effective range of about SO yards . . . In 
the hands of an expert! We ordinary 
mortal* should consider • 12 gauge mag. 
num good to about 40 yards maximum I 


Try a little practice. Take a goose or 


duck decoy out of a public hunting or 
shooting ground, pace off 40 long steps 
and see what the decoy looks like at that 
distance over the barrel of your water- 
fowl gun. Try to memorize the relative 
sizes of tho decoy and the barrel at that 
range. See If you can imprint a "pic- 
ture" In your mind's eye that you can 
recall later In the field or the duck blind. 


Patterning a shotgun's long range per- 


formance Is as Important as learning to 
estimate ranges. To pattern-test a fun- 
choke barrel, find a safe place to do 
some shooting and then fire a hunting 
load at a sheet of newsprint at the 40 
yard distance. You may learn something 
about your gun. 


At 40 yards, 70 per cent of the shot 


should be within a 30-Inch circle drawn 
around the center of the pattern of shot 
boles. Thirty laches! One glance at this 


pattern tells you why nobody evr scores 


when ho fires one into the middle of a 
flock, figuring all that shot has got to 
big something. Generally it bags noth- 
ing, because within gun range, ducks and 
geese aro more than 30 inches apart. 


The effectiveness of your pattern 


should be checked. Draw several five- 
Inch squares at random over the central • 
area of the pattern. There should be an 
average of at least four shot holes per 
square for good performance on ducks 
and geese. A Itt ounce 12 gauge mag- 
num load of number four shot, for ex- 
ample, should put about 150 shots In the 
30-Inch circle, and average about five 
hits for every 25 square Inches. 


After you've checked your pattern and 


found it reasonably effective, then back 
away and shoot a couple of patterns at 
40, SO and 60 yards, each time at a new 
target sheet. The maximum distance 
that you can get four or five hits in the 
five-inch' square is the maximum dis- 
tance you should shoot at ducks or geese. 


Another interesting way to analyze a 


pattern sheet is to trace the outline of a 
duck or goose decoy on them and see 
how many hits are inside the drawing. 
You should have six hits on a duck and 
15 to 20 hits on a goose with number four 
shot. 


And that pushed Eat over West. 


Freeman has promised better outside 


shooting and defense this year from a 
quartet of guards- including footballer 
Danny Myszka, Joe Prang, Bruce Free- 
man and Dave Wilson. 


But the two biggest reasons he's opti- 


mistic that West can close the gap some- 
what between itself and league favorite 
Maine South are 6-8 center Doug Myers 
and 6-5 forward Joe Thimm. 


Along with 6-2 Chris Bouchee, Most 


Valuable Player on the- Warriors' varsity 
football tern, those three comprise the 
Warrior front line that most CSL coaches 
figure as topnotch. 


Thimm earned a spot on the Central 


Suburban's 10-man All-Conference team 
last winter. 'On the year, he averaged 
17.2 points and 8.1 rebounds. 


Enroute to leading Maine West with 


344 points, the lanky 186-pounder ihot 58 
per cent from the field on 129 con- 
versions in just 220 attempts. 


Myers, honorable mention All-Confer- 


ence as a sophomore, hit for a 10.1 scor- 
ing average and 43 per cent shooting 
mark on 65 of 148. 


Freeman expects the big fella to be a 


more dominant factor this winter after a 
year's experience in the Big Show. 


"I didn't push him at all for the league 


team last year," Freeman said. "But 
some of the other coaches felt he de- 
served the honor." 


Bouchee averaged only 3.2 points last 


winter, shadowing Mark Tuttle who 
scored at a 7.5 clip, shot 51 per cent from 
the field and pulled down over 100 
rebounds. 


But Bouchee can jump out of the gym 


and, Freeman says, is a sure bet at one 
forward opposite Thlmm when the War- 
riors open Nov. 22 on the road against 
Forest View. 


That game will be played at Arlington 


since Forest View has yet to make ship- 
shape its gymnasium, obliterated last 
spring by a tornado and subsequent 
flooding.

Twenty-live years a basketball coach, 


Freeman's enthusiastic about his front 
line of Thlmm, Myers and Bouchee. 


"Defensively, you'll find a very good 


team in these kids," he said. "They're a 
very close knit group of aggressive kids. 


"The 
kids are quick, shoot ex- 


ceptionally well and have one terrific at- 
titude." 


Although Freeman hasn't given a nod 


to any of the four guards, he says, 
"Their workout thus far has progressed 
very well. We'll be a much bettor shoot- 
Ing ballclub from the outside. 


"I don't expect we'll have to force ev- 


erything underneath again this winter." 


D e s p i t e Improvement by Thlmm, 


Myers and Bouchee, the Warriors could 
still fall short of Maine South which has 
designs on an Elite Eight berth. 


And the remainder of the CSL South 


Division — NUes West especially — ap- 
pears tough. 


"If everything goes accordingly, we 


could be'/ a contender," Freeman said. 
"But this will be a very good conference. 


"I can't see any club going undefeated. 


NUes West Is capable of winning it. NUes 
North always plays a good game. And 
Deerfield Is going to be strong." 


During his tenure at Maine West, Free- 


man has tied Maine South for that lone 
Central Suburban title, won three in the 
Mid-Suburban plus another in the old In- 
terim Association, that way back in 1961. 


Eight times he's missed the state finals 


• by one game. That Includes stints at 


DePue and Streator. 


Now, at the* quarter century mark hi 


his coaching career, Freeman possesses 
a front line of proven strength. 


But it's no secret. West needs better 


play at guard. 'And only if they get it, 
will the Warriors have more than just a 
wishful shot at Maine South.

Kicking Failures, Lack 
Of Big Play Hurt Demons

Make no mistake about it. Al Eck had 


hoped for a happier ending to The Saga 
of Maine East —1972. 


In their first fall as a Central Suburban 


League entry, the Blue Demons won two, 
lost five and tied one. A 1-4-0 CSL North 
record left them fifth, ahead of only win- 
'less Maine North. 


Of course, that's miles out front of 


wherever Maine East had been the past 
three years as a West Suburban League 
patsy. Then, the Demons won just twice 
in 24 starts. 


They weren't really a bad ballclub this 


year, these often frustrated Demons who 
lost five games by a total 47 points. 
Three of those failures were by eight, 
five and four points. 


But Maine East never did master some 


facets of winning football — especially 
the kicking game — and experienced a 
genuine lack of big play successes.

"It might be that the 
mental tone of the kids was such that 
they weren't ready to be winners yet. 


"But I don't know. That's just specula- 


tion. They really got knocked around last 
year, though." 


There were some peaks for the Blue 


Demons in this season of varying val- 
leys. 


"I'd say there were really two most 


gratifying moments for us," Eck related. 
"The first was when we beat Morton 
East (30-12) to end our losing streak at 
20 defeats. 


"That's the week we were the Team of 


the Week. It symbolized a step on the 
way back for us.

"And the other one would be our sec- 


ond victory, beating Maine North (30-0), 
our sister school, and shutting them 
out." 


Disappointments? Oh yes, a few. Espe- 


cially the oft-discussed, never really fig- 
ured out kicking game. 


"In many cases, it determined us los- 


ing ballgames," Eck said. "At least 
three of them. 


"And then, we lost Highland Park, 


New Trier West and Glenbrook North all 
by a touchdown. Switch those around, 
and it could have been quite a season." 


Highland Park and New Trier West 


both used East's at times despicable 
kicking game defense to their advantage. 
Glenbrook North just used Mike Mar- 
quardt. 


The Little Giants of Highland Park 


saddled the Eckmen with an 0-1-1 record 
when five foot Pat Putnam journeyed 60 
yards for a punt return touchdown. High- 
land Park won, 12-8, when East quarter- 
back Greg Maloney just missed end Scott 
Magnuson on the game's final play. 


New Trier West, eventual league 


champion with an 8-0-1 record, was lucky 
to leave Maine East alive. The Cowboys 
needed an opening game klckoff touch- 
down to prevail, 17-12. 


"It was a very muddy field and that 


could have had something to do with it," 
Eck said. "But above that, we played 
very well, losing by just five. And again, 
it was that darn kicking game." 


Glenbrook North survived a 144 head- 


buster with East as All-State candidate 
Harquardt sailed through the Blue De- 
mons for 186 yards and two touchdowns. 


But the kicking game also crumbled 


against Nlles West, a 26-7 loss. It had 
been 12-0 at halftlme but the Demons 
struck: back for a TD on Maloney's two- 
yard run and Paul Varco's kick, 
by returning the ensuing kickoff back to 
gy returning the ensuing kickoff back to 
East's 12, then scoring on the first play 
from scrimmage. 


And who sun forget that memorable 


Kick That Didn't Count? An extra point 
attempt in the season opener against 
Forest View. It went wide and the game 
ended 20-20. 


But as East's tradition In the Central 


Suburban develops, 1972 may be judged 
not so much by the vanity's won-Ioss 
record, but by progress made by the en- 
tire program. 


The Blue Demon sophomores were un- 


defeated and conference champs in the 
CSL North. The freshmen lost just twice, 
once in the last few seconds against 
Highland Park. 


"I think we've got two lower level 


classes back-to-back that are pretty 
good," Eck said. "They're coming up 
with a winning spirit. We can see it in 
them. And I think it will hold over all the 
way through their varsity years."
